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THE DEATH OF POSTMASTER-GEN- 

ERAL HOWE. 

OFFICIAL MARKS OF RESPECT—THE PRESI- 
DENT NoT GOING TO THE FUNERAL— 
MR, HOWE’S SUCCESSOR NOT SELECTED. 

Wasnineton, March 26.—The President 
saw no visitors to-day, Monday being his dav 
of- seclusion. He is represented as being very 
deeply affected by the death of Postmaster- 

General Howe, for whom he entertained a 

strong personal regard. He will not attend 

the funeral, but has directed the Secretary of 

State to issue the orders necessary to secure a 

proper official recognition of the sad event. 

These orders have been promulgated. Over 

all the departments the flags to-day 

appeared at half-mast, and at the Post 

Office Department the pillars on the 

four fronts were bound with broad 

bands and knots of black cloth, and the room 
of the Postmaster General was hung with 
mourning. The emblems of mourning for ex- 

Postmaster-General Jewell had just been, re- 

moved when the news was received of Mr. 

Howe’s death. The Cabinet will be repre- 

sented at the funeral by Secretaries Teller and 

Lincolp. The Post Office Department will be 

represented by First Assistant Postmaster- 

General Hatton and Mr. Jameson, Assistant 

Superintendent of the Railway Mail Service, 

and Congress will be represented by Senator' 


Hill, Chairman of the Senate. Committee on 
Post Offices and Post Roads, and Representa- 
tive Bingham,of Pennsylvania,Chairman of the 
House Post Office Committee. Second Assist- 
ant Postmaster-General Elmer cannot leave 
Washington, as his son is dangerously ill with 
scarlet fever. Third Assistant Hazen is ill and 
cannot attend the funeral. The President will 
designate Mr. Hatton to act as Postmaster- 
General for 10 davs, and if by the end of that 
time he has not selected Mr. Howe’s successor, 
he will reappoint Mr. Hatton for another 10 
days’ term. It is stated on trustworthy 
authority tbat the President will appoint a 
Western man to the place. 

The following letter has been addressed by 

the Secretary of State to the Cabinet officers: 

DEPARTMENT OF STATE, | 

Wasnrncton, March 26, 1883. 4 
‘Str: Itismy melancholy duty to inform you 
‘that the Hon. Timothy O. Howe, Postmaster-Gen- 
‘eral and lately a Senator of the United States, died 
yesterday at Kenosha, Wis.. at 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon. By reasonof this afflicting event the 
President directs that the executive departments 
of the Government. and the offices dependent 
thereon, throughout the country will be careful to 
manifest, by all customary and appropriate ob- 
servances, due honor to the memory of one so 
eminent in successive offices of public esteem 
and trust, and so distinguished and respected 
asacitizen. To this end the President directs that 
the Post Office Department and its dependencies in 
this capital shall be draped in mourning for a 
period of 380 days; that the several executive de- 
artments shall be closed on Weduesday next, the 
ay of the funeral of the deceased, and that on all 
public buildings of the Government throughout the 
United States, the national flag shall be draped in 
mourning and displayed at half mast. I have the

The services 
are to be held at the house of his nephew, Col.f 
James B. Howe, at Kenosha, after which the 
body will be taken in a special train to Green

The 
Wabash Company provided a Spanish 
cook especially for the party, who 
catered exactly to the taste of the 
Mexican travelers. The party have made the 
train their hotel, and have named the dining 
tar the *‘ Hotel Diaz,” Mrs. Diaz having so 
christened it at Chicago. At Niagara the 
visitors saw sleighing and enjoyed the sport 
tor the first time in their lives. Mr. Diaz and 
several of the party will, while in New- 

York, go to Boston foraday or two. They

NIAGARA COUNTY ORIMINALE. 


A QUEER EXCUSE FOR FORGERY — LITTLE 
MERCY SHOWN A THIEF. 

Looxport, N. Y., March 26.—In the Ni- 
agara County Sessions, Judge Davis presiding, 
sentences were imposed to-day on convicted 
criminals, as follows: William Hamilton, a 
Scotchman, of 30 years, and a machinist by 
occupation, convicted of forging an order for 
$5, was sentenced to Auburn State Prison for 
two years and two months. The prisoner 
begged for mercy on the ground that he was 
at the time so far under the influence of liquor 
as to amount almost to delirium tremens. 
Peter Mangin, a young Irish glassblewer, of 21, 
was convicted of petty larceny from the per- 


son, in taking the watch of Soloman Brown, 
end was sentenced to Auburn for four 
years and two months. Edward McNeil, 
an Irishman, 28 years old, convicted of 
robbery in the first degree, in taking 
$10 or $15 from the person of William 
Saxton in the night time, was favored not 
only with a recommendation to mercy by the 
jury who convicted him, and a strong plea by 
his counsel to the court, but also a statement 
by the District Attorney in his favor, to the 
effect that he was satisfied the most guilty 
person in the case had escaped and ‘that the 
prisoner had‘ declined to tell what he knew 
about the matter, preferring to go to State’s 

rison rather than inculpate the chief robber. 

he watch was forcibly taken from an old 
man who was seeking the way from one of. the 
railroad stations in Lockport to a hotel. in 
addition to these recommendations, the pris- 
oner is a consumptive who was represented 
by his counsel to have been at the time under 
the influence of liquor. taken by permission of 
his spiritual adviser after another spiritual ad- 
viser had declined to allow the indulgence. 
The outcome of this queer jumble of facts was 
a sentence of five years and two months at 
Auburn, and appearances are against the 
prisener living out the term.

)) A BRUTAL GRANDSON’S CRIME, 


RUSSELL BROWN ON TRIAL FOR THE MURDER 
OF HIS GRANDMOTHER. 


© Sr. Lovurs, March 26.—The trial of Russell 


Brown for the murder of his grandmother, Mrs. 
Gen. Dorris, was commenced in the Criminal Court 
to-day, Judge Van Wagoner refusing to accept 
Brown’s plea of guilty of manslaughter in the third 
degree, which was accompanied py an offer to ac- 
cept 10 years in the penitentiary. This is perhaps 
the most important murder trial St. Louis has ever 
known. On the night of Jan. 28, 1882, Brown and 
McGlew killed Mrs. Sarah « Henrietta Dor- 
ris by strangling her. Brown was a wild 


young fellow, and among his associates 
was Patrick MeGlew. They had been 
spending money freely, drinking, and toward the 
end of January young Brown found himself pressed 
for funds. He suggested a nocturnal visit to his 
old home, the Dorris mansion, on the corner of 
King’s Highway and Olive streets, where his mother, 
Mrs. Van Buren Wisker, and his aunt, Mrs. Halder- 
man, his uncle, Thomas Dorris, and his grand- 
father and grandmother, Mr. and Mrs. Gen. Dorris, 
resided with some ef their grandchildren. A bug- 
gy was hired and both young fellows drove out to 
the house, which they réached some time about 
midnight. Brown knew the place well, and an en- 
trance was easily effected. 

Mrs. Gen. Dorris’: room on the west side of the 
mansion was visited by the yeung men, as it was 
expected that they would find some property here 
that could be easily converted into money. Brown 
went tothe door and called to his grandmother 
that his uncle Thomas was sick and wanted her. 
She got up from the bed, on which Katie McEvery, 


.@ servant, was also sleeping. The old lady started 


out into the hall, where she was seized by Brown, 
who caught her by the throat. Katle McEvery said 
another man entered the room and took a watch 
from under the pillews, but she was'so frightened 
that she could do nothing. The two young men 
snatched all the jewelry they could find, and in 
taking a finger-riag from the old lady’s hand her 
finger was badly hurt. The old lady reached her 
room, but died in a few minutes, and when found 
by the other members of the family the body 
showed undoubted evidences of death from 
strangulation. Brown was arrested while going 
out to the house two days later, by Officer Wood- 
lock. who happened to board the same car on the 
Market-street line. 

McGlew went to Chicago, and was arrested the 
following week. Ata Fourth-street pawn-shop 
the rings and watch taken from the house were 
found by the Police, and these, with the admis- 
sions of young Brown, gave the full story of the 
tragedy. McGlew stated at the time that he was 
only acting on Brown’s suggestion, and his attor- 
neys have eonducted his case on this plan from the 


beginning.

SCENES AT THE DIAMOND MINE. 


RECOVERY OF THE BODIES OF THE DROWNED 
MINERS, 

Brarpwoop, Ill., March 26.—The work of 
recovering the bodies of the 75 coal miners who 
wore drowned at the Diamond shaft, near this city, 
on Feb. 16, by the shaft being flooded, began last 
night, after 38 days of incessant pumpirzg. Thon- 
sands of people flocked to the shaftailday. Your 
correspondent explored the shaft at 10 o’cloek, so 
far asit was accessable. The first sight that met 


the view at the bottom of the mine was the ghastly 
bodies of fourof the iil-fated coal miners. The 
bodies were in a very fair state of preservation 
considering the length of time they have been 
immersed in the water. Three of them were 
dressed in miners’ suits, and the fourth had on 
only an undershirt and pantaloons, with a belt 
around the waist. None ef the victims’ faeces 
jvere distorted. Proceeding 20 yards further, a 
band of miners was seen engaged in removing a 
heavy fall of rock from the body of a fifth vietim. 
The poor fellow lay upon his face, his head onlv 
projecting from under the mass of recks. After 
removing the body, progress was made 50 vards 
further in a southerly direetion, and a fali of more 
than 75 tons was encountered. It being 10 yards 
long and 6 feet high, the work of removing it be- 
gan at once. and upon cutting away some of the 
breken props the body of the sixth corpse was 
seen lying upon the rocks, to which position it had 
apparently floated. The hoisting of the bodies 
commenced at midnight, and three of them are 
now ia the improvised morgue, which is surround- 
ed by hundreds of people, inciuding many of the 
grief-stricken widows and orphans. A bright bon- 
fire lights up the scene, and miles of prairie-tire 
add to the weird effect: 

Up to noon to-day 22 bodies were taken from the 
shaft, and of there the fellowing could be recog- 
nized: Patrick Wall, Joseph Smith, Joseph Car- 
rol!, Frank Kioss, Michael Bannon, John Johnson, 
Matthew Redmond, John Cullough, Anson Dem- 
brosky, August Palensis, Frank Merry, Daniel Mc- 
Bride, John Brokanan, Herman Umber, John Boyd, 
and John Atkins. The remainder have not been 
identified. At 7 o’clock this morning a funeral 
train left this place for the Diamond mine 
to remove the bodies to the cemetery. By 9 o'clock 
18 bodies in coffins had been tranaferred to two 
flat ears and the train moved out. As it wes pass- 
ing the village of Diamond Mra. Redmond sig- 
nailea the train aud was allowed to take the coffin 
in which her boy was placed, she deelaring that 
she would give him proper burial. At Braidwood 
many sad scenes occurred. Women and children 
eried about tne train and demanded that the 
cofiins be taken from the cars and the lids re- 
moved. which in many cases was done. The re- 
mains Were then placed in hearses and afterward 
buried.

AFFAIRS IN FOREIGN LANDS 


THE IRISH AGITATORS IN- THE 
ONITED STATES. 

‘“‘NUMBER ONE’’ SAID TO HAVE LANDED IN 
NEW-YORK—THE TRIAL BEGUN OF SIX 
MORE ASSASSINS. 

Dcsiix, March 26.—The JFreeman’s 
Journal states that the correspondence which 
has passed between the Home Office and Mr. 
Lowell, the United States Minister, has resulted 
in the former renouncing all hope of secur- 
ing the extradition of-the person known 
as “Number One.”’ The Journal declares 
that ‘‘Nur&ber One,” whose name is Tyner, 
was in Dublin until the first day James Carey 
was examined at the hearing of the conspira- 
tors. Hethen managed to reach Bremen, by 


way of Hull. From Bremen he proceeded to 
Havre, and thence to New-York. He wasa 
member of one of the London volunteer corps. 

Lonpon, March 26.—The Daily Telegraph 
considers as preposterous the report that the 
Government have sent a menacing note to 
Washington in regard to the utterances and 
writings of the Irish dynamite party in Amer- 
ica. It says the United States Government’s 
attitude of indifference at the ravings of these 
men is the same as that which England has 
always adopted toward exiles taking refuge in 
this country. 

BELFast, March 26.—The trial of six more 
members of the Armagh Assassination Soci- 
ety was begun here to-day. Judge Lawson 
presided. Mr. Murphy in opening the case 
for the Crown dwelt strongly upon the 
circumstance that when Burns arrived in Ire- 
land at the end of 1880 to organize 
the Assassination Society he displaved 
the American flag from his lodgings 
at Crossmagion. The evidence of an 
informer will be introduced by the prosecution 
for the purpose of showing that murders were 
planned by the society, and documents sup- 
porting this charge wiil be produced. 

Vienna, March 26.—The Presse asserts that 
Mr. Parnell, in an interview at Paris, gave 
his word of honor that 3 of the 10 men recent 
ly hanged in Ireland were innocent of the 
crimes for which they suffered death. 
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CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 
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Lowpon, March 26.—Queen Victoria was 
able to-day to attend the baptism of the in- 
fant daughter of the Duke and Duchess. of Al- 
bany. The Queen was wheeled to the chapel 
inachair. After the baptismal ceremony she 
received the guests in the green drawing-room. 

The Press Association says the proposed ad- 
dition to the detective force of London will 
take the form of a political Police similar to 
the organizations in Berlin and Paris. 

The great review and sham fight of the vol- 
unteer troops took place to-day at Brighton. 
The weather was fine and cold and favorable 


forthe movements of the men, about 20,000 of 
whom were engaged. 

BERLIN, March 26.—The Spanish Minister 
here is about to go on a furlough. He will 
probably remain away, owing to the differ- 
ences between Spain and Germany with re- 
gard to Customs duties. 

The treaty of commerce between Germany 
and Mexico has been submitted to the Bundes- 
rath. It secures the safety of the retail trade 
and the freedom of property owned by Ger- 
mans in Mexico from forced loans or war 
charges. 

Vice-Admiral Batsch, whose resignation the 
Emperor refused to accept, will remain in his 
present position. 

Catania, March 26.—Three earthquake 
shocks, accompznied by rumblings, bave been 
felt at Biancavilla, a town on the declivity of 
Mount Etna. There is a great panic among 
the people of that place. They are building 
huts in the open country, fearing that the town 
will be destroyed. The prisoners in the jail 
have been removed to a place of safety. 

Rowe, March 26.—Another bottle contain- 
ing explosive material has been found near the 
Quirinal. Several arrests have heen made in 
connection therewith. 

The Pope has consented to be represented at 
the coronation of the Czar. 

The reply of Cardinal Jacobini, the Papal 
Secretary of State, to the note of Herr von 
Schloezer, the Prussian representative at the 
Vatican, relative to Cardinal Ledochowski, 
simply announces the receipt of the note. 

PRAGUE, March 26.—The lodgings of the 
editor in chief of a Socialist newspaper here 
were searched to-day, and a number of So- 
cialist works found on the premises were 
seized. 

GENEVA, March 26.—The village of Saint 
Anton, in the Tyrol, was burned to-day. 


THE CAMPAIGN IN GEORGIA, 
AtLanta, Ga., March 26.—The political 
‘campaign becomes interesting. Friday Candi 
date Bacon published letters alleged to have 
been written by Candidate Boynton to Bul- 
lock in 1868 congratulating him upon his elec- 
tion. Sunday’s papers in the State published

Mr. Bennett purchased the lot about five years ago 
from Alfred D. Jessup, the paper manufacturer of 
Phi'adelphia, who died recently, for $45,000.

ELECTRICAL ENGINEERING AT CORNELL.

BUTLER ON INSURANCE METHODS. 


REGRET AT PLYMPTON’S WITHDRAWAL— 
THE SUBJECT OF INSURANCE REVIEWED. 
Boston, March 26.—The text of the letter 

sent by the Hon. N. A. Plympton, of Worcester, to 

Gey. Butler, declining the nomination of Insu- 

rance Commissioner, and the reply of the Gov- 

ernor thereto will be published in the morning, 

Mr. Plympton, after expressing deep gratitude 

to the Governor for his confidence in his (Plymp . 


ton’s) integrity and ability, declines further 
use of his name in that connection. He 
is frank to say, however, that he 
keenly feels the injustice with which he 
has been treated, but has found compensation 
in the kindness and confidence which has been man- 
ifested on all sides, especially by his townsmen. He 
feels, however, that it is of the utmost importance 
that the Governor and Council should be united 
in all the appointments, as there are many others 
of importance to be made. and he wiil not occupy 
a position that may cause a conflict between the 
Governor anda his advisors. 

Gov. Butler, in his reply, regrets very much to 
have received Mr. Plympton’s withdrawal. He 
fully appreciates the feeling which dic- 
tated his action, and, though regretting 
it, must, if Mr. Plympton insists, yield 
to his wish. He _ states that he does 
not desire the appearance of a collision between 
himself ard his counsel. “I have my responsibili- 
ties and they have theirs. I shull be held responsi- 
ble by the people of the Commonwealth that 
the insurance business of the State is carried 
on only by responsible, well and economically 
managed, and fully solvent insurance compa- 
nies, able beyend peradventure to meet 
their engagements.’””’ The Governor then takes 
up hfe imsurance companies, and says 
it 1s the duty of the State to guard against 
fraud and improvidence in life insurance com- 
panies. as they fail only by these causes. The 
Governor tren gives a synopsis of the laws 
governing these matters, which, he _ says, 
are ample if properly administered. This adminis- 
tration is intrusted to the Insurance Commission- 
er. Every doubt as tothe solvency and propriety 
of action of an insolvent iusurance company 
should be resolved against the eompany 
and in favor of the _ public. No com- 
panies should be allowed te insure in this 
Commonwealth taking upon themselves liabilities 
which may not become due for a series of 
years unless the Commissioner knows that 
the liabilities will be met so far as 
human prudence and foresight may go; 
and, in addition, should know that each 
company is doing a legitimate, well-tried—such as 
experience has proved legitimate—business and 
none other. The Governor proceeds to say 
that his examination proves that the exact 
opposite course has obtained for many years, 
in the approval of many of the companies that 
have been allowed to do business in this State; 
seemingly, every doubt as to their solvency and 
propriety has been resolved in favor of the 
cempanies on their own statements, and 
some have .been allowed to do _ business 
whose reports show a ruinous ratio of expenditure 
which could enly in the end result in insolvency. 
In other cases companies have been allowed to 
put in as assets worthiess property which, 
if taken at its true value, would have 
proved their insolvency, and a company 
has been allowed to be credited with the 
stock of another insurance company as collateral 
for a debt, when, in fact, the company owned the 
stock and it was not held as eollateral for any 
debt, but was their own property and the stoc 
was worthless. The Governor quotes as evidence 
that such has been the manner of the ad- 
ministration of the Insurance Commissioners’ 
office a letter of a Massachusetts Commis- 
sioner to the Knickerbocker Life Irsurance 
Company of New-York (which afterward 
disastrously failed:) within the last eight 
months it has been my duty to make a 
critical investigation into the financial con- 
dition of more than 320 companies—life and 
fire—at their home offices, some of them in 
your own city, as a result of which impaired 
capital or deficient assets have been made 
in several instances; but I feel it wrong 
to help into existence any rumors, or con- 
tribute directly or indirectly to any public 
excitement on the subject of insurance. Conse- 
quently these matters, so far as I and my 
department are concerned, have been sub 
rosa. Had 1 adopted a_ different policy 
the developments which I have _ reached 
this very month, if known to the public, would 
have created a perfect panic on the subject of life 
insuranee from one end of the country tothe other. 
As it is, pd company‘;has thus far been aided 
over the difficulty, credit has been preserved, and 
my duty to the policy-holders has been fulfilled 
without injury to the interest of either. 

The Governor says: * Would it not have been 
better to have cuused such a perfect panic by 
stating the truth, as it was the duty of the 
Commissioner to do, instead of keeping it 
sub rosa, so that the people of the State 
lost their money, and their helpless widows and 
children were left without tne provision which 
their husbands and fathers had made for them.”’

PHILADELPHIA, March 26.—The statement of 
the business of all lines of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company east of Pittsburg and Erie for Feb- 
ruary, as eompared with the same month in 1882, 
shows an increase in gross earnings of $405,465. an 
increase in expenses of $148,593, an increase in net 
earnings of $257,073. The two months of 1883, as 


compared with the same period of 1882, show an 
inerease in gross earnings of $961,501, an increase 
in expenses of $307,636, an tnerease in net earnings 
of $653,865. All lines west of Pittsburg and Erie, 
for the two months of 1883, show a surplus over all 
Habilities of $10,205, being a gain as compared with 
the same period of 1882 of $67,654. 


Ata meeting of stockholders of the Philadelphia, 
Germantown, and Chestnut Hill Railroad Com- 
pany this afternoon, the lease of that road and its 
franchisesto the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, 
for a‘period of 30 years, from May 1, 1883, was rati- 
fied. The issue of $1,000,000 in bonds on which the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company guarantees 444 
per cent, per annum was also approved. 


CINCINNATI, March 26.—The stockholders of 
the Cincinnati and Baltimore Railroad Comparay 
to-day voted to ratify the contraet for the sale of 
their road to the Cincinnati, Washington, and 
Baltimore Railroad Company. There were 23,750 
shares of stock voted in favor of the sale and none 
against it.

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A MOVEMENT AMONG THE FUDDLERS.® 

PirTsBuRG, Penn., March 26.—A movement 
is said to be on foot among the puddlers to reor- 
ganize the old order of the Sons of Vulcan and 
withdraw from the Amalgamated Association. A 
puddler who was a delegate to the Chicage con- 
vention of the Amalgamated Association stated to 
a reporter to-day that arrangements have been so 


far perfected that to-morrow, if the word was 
given, 3.000 puddiers would ask for eards of with- 
drawal from the Amalgamated Association. Three 
meetings have been held here lately, and at the 
last one 85 delegates were present from Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, West Virginia, Illinois, Kentucky, 
Missouri, and New-York. The policy of the 
leading lights of the Amalgamated Association 
in admitting persons without a trade into the 
organizatien, and the action of the finishers last 
Summer in withdrawing from the strike, thus 
causing its failure, are ziven as the reasons for the 
contemplated action. Nothing will be done until 
after the signing of the scale next June, unless the 
finishers insist on an advance at the seale conven- 
tion to he held in this city April 7, when the pud- 
diers will withdraw from the association at ence. 
Continuing, he said the puadlers would not ask for 
an increase, but would not submit to a reduction. 
Secretary Martin, of the Amalgamated Association, 
when spoken to on the matter, asserted strongly 
that he did not believe there was any truth in the 
statement. Assistant Superintendent Griffich, of 
the Springfield (11l.) Iron Company, has left this 
city, having engaged 85 non-union men to fill the 
places of the strikers.

PouGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., March 26.—The suit 
brought against W. J. Thorn, ex-Attorney for this 
city, to collect about $4,000 claimed to be due 
from Thorn for tax collections made by him and 
not paid over, resulted to-day in a judgment in 
favor of Thorn for $62 overpaid by him.

FAILURE IN PITTSBURG. 

©. P. MARKLE & SONS, PAPER-MAKERS, 8US8- 

PEND PAYMENT—A PARTNER DISAPPEARS. 

PITTSBURG, March 26.—The firm of C. P. 
Markle & Sons, paper-makers, made an assignment 
to-day. Allsorts of rumors are in eirculation con- 
cerning the event, which took the community 
completely by surprise. The fellowing statement of 
the Assignee, Jesse H. Lippencett, covers all the 
points se far as they are knowaj. The firm was 
organized in 1829, and was then composed of the 
two brothers S. B. and C. P. Markle, which part- 
nership continued for more than half a cen- 


tury. The late firm, composed of Gen. 
Cc. P. Markie and his two sons, Cas- 
sius C. and Shepard B., was dissolved 
last October by the death of the father. Their 
business was the most extensive in the paper manu- 
facturing line in Western Pennsylvania. Their 
Diart consisted of two large mills centaining the 
most improved machinery and appliances, having 
been entirely rebuilt a few years agoin the town of 
West Newton; also the old mill at Mill Grove, near 
the former place, and the gy eg at Markle- 
ton, Somerset County. In the Jatter, with several 
thousand acres of timberlands, they have invested 
nearly $200.000. In addition to those, they have 
extensive coke-works , with 273 ovens. The Besse- 
mer Coke-works they own entirely, and they have 
a half interest in the “Rising Sun.” They also 
have 600 aeres of valuahie farming lands, all un- 
derlaid with coal, near West Newton. This prop- 
pak. j is not incumbered except to a small extent, 
and their credit has always stood kigh. 

Capt. Cassius C. Markle left the city on the 
limited train west last Thursday night, taking with 
him, it is estimated, from $60,000 to $100,000 of the 
firm’s money, leaving their bank aecount bare. On 
Thursday he drew nearly $12,000 intending to meet 
their pay rolls at West Newton, Markleton, ana at 
their coke-works in Westmoreiand County. This 
he took with him. On Friday and Saturday his 
brother Shepard B. Markle was here, and after in- 
vestigating as faras it was possible in the short 
time the affairs of the firm, and consulting counsel, 
as wellas personal friends, it was deemed advis- 
able for them to make an assignment for the bene- 
fit of their creditors. This bas been done, Jesse H. 
Lippencott, of this city, being seleeted as their 
Assignee. It is believed the firm is perfectly sol- 
vent and that their statement will show a large 
surplus. Had C. C. Markle remained here the 
funds he took with him would have paid their lia- 
bilities well into April, and meantime the'r re- 
ceipts would have been large. No reason can be 
given for his unwise action in thus wrecking the 
prospects of the firm. The junior member, Shep- 
ard B. Markle, as well as the balanee of the family, 
heretofore known for their generosity and hospi- 
tality, bave the sympathy of a large circle of 
friends. The liabilities of the firm are from $400,000 
to $500,000, and the assets are roughly estimated at 
about $1,000,000. 

Gen. Joseph Markle, one of the founders of the 
firm, was one of the most prominent men in Penn- 
sylvania in his day. He was the Whig candidate 
for Governor in 1844. His brother, Cyrus P, Markle, 
was almost equally prominent. He was for sev- 
eral years Chairman of the Republican State Com- 
mittee. His sons inherited a vast business, but 
were unequal to its demand. According to reports 
they have been losing money for sometime. Cassius 
Markle, the elder of the two brothers, is credited 
with being someWhat wild, paying more attention 
to pleasure than to busisess. His alleged flight 
with a large amout of the firm’s funds caused no 
surprise. The extent of the failure, it is believed, 
is not fully set forth in the statement of the as- 
signee. Some think the liabilities will reach a 
much larger amount than he states, and that many 
enterprises in Western Pennsylvania will be seri- 
ously, if{not disastrously, affeeted. Shrinkage in 
values is one of the causes assigned for the failure. 


OTHER SUSPENSIONS. 
MONTREAL, March 26.—C. C. Snowdon & 
Co., an old hardware firm here, has suspended 
through the embarrassment of a Winnipeg firm 
that is a large creditor of theirs. The liabilities 


are approximately stated at $100,000. They are ex- 
pected to pay in full if they are allowed time by 
their creditors. 


CaNnaL Dover, Ontario, March 26.—J.’ L. 
Edwards & Co., proprietors of the rolling mills 
here, have made an assignment to Charles Harger. 
Their liabilities are $50,000, and their assets $30,- 
000. Fifty hands are thrown out of employment, 
with about six weeks’ pay due them. 


QUEBEC, March 26.—Gibb, Laird & Co., 
wholesale grocers, have failed. Their Iabilities 
are about $100,000, while the assets are nominally 
$8.000. James G. Ross and the Union and Quebeo 
Banks are the principal creditors. The former is 


fully secured.

AN OFFICIAL THIEF PLEADS GUILTY. 

LOUISVILLE, March 26.—After the acquittal 
of Hinkle and the failure to convict Levi, the people 
here began to think that all the participants in the 
City Hall steal were in a fair way to escape the 
penalty of their crimes, and the action of Ferguson, 


the defaulting Back Tax Collector, in the Cireuit 
Court to-day, created a genuine sensation. Fereu- 
son has been sneezed at by his associates since the 
first discovery of his pilfering for (as they expressed 
it) doing the “ baby act,” or, in plain English, 
trying to escape punishment by appealing to the 
sympathies of the people. His course to-day was 
a continuance of this policy. Soon after the court 
opened his wife entered the court-room, closely 
veiled, and took a seat beside the prisoner. Then 
a short conference was held and Ferguson's lawyer 
arose and withdrew the former plea of not guilty, 
entering oneof guilty. He then read a statement 
from the prisoner, pleading:that he had lent the 
money to friends expecting that it would be re- 
paid, and asking for mercy at the hands of the 
jury. After a brief eharge by the Judge the jury 
retired, and, afteran absence of 15 minutes, re- 
turned with a verdict fixing the prisoner's punish- 
ment at five years in the penitentiary. This dis- 
poses of only one indictment against him. covering 
only a fraction of his shortage, but the Common- 
wealth bas decided not to press the other indiet- 
ments. The trial of Cope Snapp, the only remain- 
ing culprit, will begin to-morrow, and he is likely 
to fare much worse than Ferguson, 
———-. 


WESTERN SHOEMAKERS' STRIRZ. 

CINCINNATI, March 26.—A short time ago 
15 members of the Female Shoemakers’ Union 
employed in Krippendorf & Hartz’s factory, most 
of them, it is said, first-class hands, were dis- 
charged, and on Saturday afternoon the firm asked 
their girlemployes to sign an agreement to work 
for their present wages for three years. No signa- 
tures were obtained. This morning a committee 


of the men's union, headed by Henry Trappagen, 
called on the firm and demanded the reinstatement 
of the girls. Mr. Krippendorf said he had a per- 
fect right to discharge whoever he desired, and he 
proposed to exercize that right. Hesaid that he 
was opposed to the girls’ union, beeause it had 
caused a great deal of tronblein the shop, and, 
work being slack, he had diseharged some of the 
members. The committee repeated their demand 
that the girls be taken back,'and said if it was not 
complied with all the employes in the shop would 
strike. Mr. Krippendorf refused to accede, and 
the men left. The matteris nowinthe hands of 
the unions, The shop committee and arbitration 
committee have no jurisdiction. The manufactur- 
ers will meet to entertain the application of the 


girls’ union to .become a part of the arbitration.

WARNED AGAINST THESALVATION ARMY. 

Easton, Penn., March 26.—The Rev. Father 
Dillon, the priest of St. Bernard’s Catholic Church, 
bas warned the members of his congregation from 


participating in the meetings of the Salvation 
Army. He has expressed himself forcibly against 
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the army, considering its work as opposed to the 
practice of true religion and the teachings of the 
Catholic Church: He intended, he said, to put in 
force such measures as would deter any of the 
young people of the ehurch from giving further 
support or encouragement to the proceedings of 
the army, believing that it ceuld only result in 
evil.

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JESSE JAMES’S BAD INFLUENCE. 
GOY. CRITTENDEN, OF MISSOURI, TESTIFIES 
IN A LOUISVILLE LIBEL 8UIT. 

LOUISVILLE, March 26.—Gov. Crittenden, 
of Missouri, arrived in this city this morning to 
testify in the libel suit of G. Hite against the 
Courier-Journal Company. This trial, which has 
been in progress fora week or more, has been at 
times of a very sensational nature, as it developed 
facts and incidents in the career of Jesse James 
and his gang not before known. The suit was 
occasioned by an article in the Courier-Journal 
implying that Mrs. Hite was a mistress of the dead 
bandit, and was brought to recover $50,000 damages. 


The testimony up to to-day was rather favorable 
to the plaintiff,and many witnesses were pro- 
duced who swore to Mrs. Hite’s good character. 
The story of the way Gov. Crittenden came to tes- 
tify to-day is rather interesting. He went into the 
office of the /’epubdlican, in St. Louis, one day last 
week, and taking Me 3 a@ paper chanced to see the 
opening statement of the plaintiff. After reading 
itheturnedto Mr. Wyatt, of the Repudlican, and 
said: “ Thisisan abominable claim, and I know 
something that will knock the bottom out of Hite’s 
case.’’ Hyatt telegraphed the fact tothe Courier- 
Journal, and the Governor sent a telegram offer- 
ing to come here and testify. The offer was ac- 
cepted, and the Governor arrived to-day. When 
put on the stand he testified that he was 
acquainted with the James gang, through his efforts 
to break it up; that Clarence Hite, son of the plain- 
tiff, had been convicted and sent te the Jefferson 
City Jail; that the plaintiff had come to him to ask 
the pardon of his son, and that, in making said re- 
quest, he made the following statement: “My 
boys were good boys until Jesse James and his 
gang led them astray. One of them, I think. was 
killed by James, and the other is suffering impris- 
onment on aceount of the robber’s influence over 
him. James caused the separation between my 
wife and myself and bas ruined my domestic hap- 
piness.”” The Governor added that Hite said he re- 
ferred to his domestic troubles as an additional 
reason for granting the pardon. This closed the 
testimony in the case, and it will go to the jury to- 
morrow. Gov. Crittenden’s testimony has proba- 
biv saved the Courier-Journal a good round sum. 

Gov. Crittenden said to the Tmes correspondent 
to-nignt that there is no truth in the story that he 
intends to pardon Frank James.

REPORTS FROM THE FLOODED COUNTRY. 

ARKANSAS City, March 26.—The water con- 
tinues to recede rapidiy and all houses are now 
free from the unwelcome visitor, though 
the streets are covered by a depth of 
from two to five feet. The worst is now 
passed, and it is only a matter of a few days when 
evidences of the great flood will have passed 
away. Comparatively little damage has been 


done in this seotion. The loss on stock 
has {been trifling, and when all losses 
have been summed up the aggregate will 
be found to be far short of the sensational reports 
sent abroad. Trains began running to-day on the 
Little Rock, Mississippi River and Texas Railway, 
and will arrive and depart in future on the schedule 
time. The work of raisiag the road-bed two feet 
above the present flood-line will be commenced at 
once. 


NEew-ORLEANS, March 26.—The river now is 
eight inches below last year’s mark and stationary. 
There is apprehension concerning the safety of the 
levees above this city. Three hundred feet of the 
upper end of Bonnet Carré levee recently completed 
is reported in bad condition. The Mississippi Val- 
ley Railroad Company have a large force strength- 
ening it; the planters are assisting. Col. James 
will have 400 convicts there to-morrow. Assist- 
ance has been sent to threatened points in St. 
James Parish above Bonnet Carré.

A YOUNG LAWYER'S RUIN. 

LOUISVILLE, March 26.—A remarkable case 
of crime committed by a young man of first- 
class family, which has been coneealed by his 
relatives and friends, was unearthed  to- 
day. The offender's name is Edward J. 
Tyler, aud he is a sephew of Mayor Jacob, of this 
city, and a brother-in-law of Judge A. E. Rich- 
ards, of the Superior Court. He lived at 


New-Castle, Henry County, where he studied 
law and was admitted to the _ Bar. 
He was eonsidered unusually bright, but was 
inclined to dissipation. About a year ago he 
made a race for a pelitieal office, borrow- 
ing money freely to pay his expenses. 
He was defeated, and from that time bis troubles 
began. One day he presented a note at the New- 
Castle Bank for $3,000, signed by himself, and 
indorsed by Mayor Jacob and Judge 
Richards. The note was discounted and 
upon maturity found to be a forgery. This case 
was hushed up, but he has since been accused of 
embezzlement,of writing worthless ehecks.of ineur- 
ting debts he neverintended te pay, of committing 
other forgeries, and finally of deserting ms wife 
and ehildren.

MRS. W. KE. VANDERBILT’S GREAT 
FANCY DRESS BALL. 
4 BRILLIANT SCENE OF BRIGHT AND RICH 
COSTUMES, PROFUSE DECORATIONS OF 
FLOWERS, AND SOME UNIQUE DANCES. 


The Vanderbilt ball has agitated New-York 
society more than any social event that has oo- 
curred here in many years. Since the anneunce- 
ment that it would take place, which was made 
about a-week before the beginning of Lent, scarce- 
ly anything else has been talked about. It has 
been onevery tongue anda fixed ideain every 
head. It has disturbed the sleep and oceupied the 
waking hours of social butterflies, both male and 
female, for over six weeks, and has even, perhaps, 
interfered to some extent with that rigid observ- 
ance of Lenten devotions which the Church exacts. 
Amid the rush and excitement of business 
men have found their minds haunted by uncon- 
trollabie thoughts as to whether they should appear 
as Robert Le Diable, Cardinal Richelieu, Otho the 
barbarian, or the Count of Monte Cristo, while 
the ladies have been driven to the verge of dis- 
traction in the effort to settle the comparative 
advantages of ancient, medieval, and mod- 
ern costumes, or the relative stperiori- 
ty, from an effective point of view, 
of such characters and symbolie representations as 
& Princess de Croy, Rachel, Marie Stuart, Marie 
Antoinette, the Four Seasons, Night, Morning, In- 
nocence, and the Electric Light. Invitations have,’ 
of course, been in great demand; and in all about 
1,200 were issued. As Lent drew to.a close, every- 
body having decided what he or she was go- 
ing to wear, the attention of the select few 
turned from the question of costumes tothe settle- 
ment of the details of the ball itself and the prac-. 
ticing of the parts assigued to them inthe various 
fanoy quadrilles decided on to make the most cor- 
spicuous features of the entertainment. The drill- 
ing in these quadrilles has been going on assiduously 
in Mrs. William Astor's and other private residences 
for more than a week, while prospective guests 
not so favored as to be able to witness these pre- 
liminary entertaimments have had to content 
themselves with recountizg such items of informa- 
tion as could be extracted from the initiated.’ 
As early as7 o'clock last evening, although the 
ball was not to Legin until 11, gentlemen returning 
from the hair-dressers’ with profusely powdered 
heads were to be seen alighting from’ counés 
along | Fifth-avenue, and hurrying up the 
steps of their residences to completo 
their toilets. About ithe same _ittime 
the passage up the avenue of an express wsgon 
containing the horses for the hobby-horse-quad- 
rille attraeted a great deal of attention. “By § 
o'clock a large crowd of inquisitive loungers was 
collected in Fifth-avenue and Fifty-seeond-street 
watching Mr. Vanderbilt’s brilliantly iuminated 
residence and a group of workmen putting up the 
awning before the entrance. 4 

Inside, long before the ball commenced, the 
house was ina blaze of light, which shown upor 
profuse decoratiens of flowers. These, which were 
by Klunder, were at once novel and impesing. 
They were confined chiefly to the second floor, 
although throughout the hall and parlors 
on the first floor, were distributed vases 
and gilded beskets filled with natural roses 
of extraordinary size, such as the, dark crimson 
Jacqueminot, the deep pink Glorie de Paris, the 
pale pink Baroness de Rothschild and Adolphide 
Rothschild, the King of Morocco; the Dutchess ‘of 
Kent and: the new and beautiful Marie Louise 
Vassey. But a delightful surprise greeted the 
guests upon the second floor, as they reached: 
the head of the grand stairway. Grouped around 
the clustered columns which ornament either side * 
of the stately hall were tall palms overtopping a 
dense mass of ferns and ornamental! grasses, while 
suspended between the capitals of the 
columns were strings of variegated , Japanese 
lanterns. Entered througk this hall is the 
gymnasium, a spacious apartment, where supper 
was served cn numerous small tables. But it had 
not the appearance of an apartment last night; it 
was like a garden im atropicai forest. The walls 
were nowhere to be seen, but ig their 
places am impenetrable thicket of; fern 
above ferm and palm above palm, «while 
from {the branches of the palms hung 
aprofusion of levely orchids, displaying a; rich 
variety of color and an almost endless variation of 
fantastic forms. In the centre ofthe room was @ 
gigantis palm, upom whose umbrageous head 
rested a thick cluster of that beantifal 
Cuban vine, vougen villa, whieh trailed from 
the dome in. the centre of the ceilise 
To make the resemblance to a garden more com- 
plete, two beautiful fountains played in opposite 
corners of the apartment. The doors of the apart- 
ment, thrown back against the walls, were com- 
pletely covered with roses and lilies of the valley, 

The scene outside the brilliantly lighted mansion, 
as the guests began to arrive, was novel and jater 
esting. Early in the evening a squad of Police off 
eers arrived to keep the expected crowd of sicht- 
seers in order and to direct the movements of 
drivers and cabmen. Before 10 0’cloek men and 
women were wandering about the streets outside 
of the nouse and glancing at the windows, or peer? 
ing under the double canopies which led up te the 
door. They took up positions on the steps of the 
houses epposite or stood on the adjacent corners 
waiting for the carriages to arrive. and then all 
who could obtain room on the sidewalks crowded 
at the outsides of the canopies and gazed curious-! 
ly and enviously at the gorgeously costumed gen- 
tlemen and ladies whom the ushers assisted to 
alight. Carriages containing the more youthful and 
impatient of the maskers drove past the mansion 
before 10:30 o’clock, the occupant peering surrepti- 
tiously under the curtain to see if others were 
arriving as he rolled by. Carriages drove slowly 
by, while the ladies and gentlemen ig 
them, who were not in costume, gazed out 
cf the windows and at the crowds. about the 
house, indicating that curiosity was not confined 
to the humble walks of life entirely. At 11 o’clock 
the maskers begzanto arrive in numbers, and the 
eager lookers-on in the street were able to catch 
glimpses through the windows of flashing sword- 
hilts, gay costumes, beautiful flowers, and\ex- 
cited faces. Handsome women and dignified mez 
were assisted from the carriage in their fanciful 
costumes, over which were thrown shawls, ulsters, 
and other light wraps. Pretty and excited girly 
and young men who made desperate efforts to ap 
pear Jiase, were seen to descend and run up the 
steps into the brilliantly lighted hall, Club men whe 
looked bored arrivedsingly and in pairs and quar 
tets, in hired cabs, and whole families drove up in 
elegant equipages with livried coachmen and foot< 
men. Agreat many ladies were accompanied by 
their maids, who were not allowed to leave the 
carriages, Whereat there was some grumbling, 
Gentlemen's valets were treated in tho same 
manner, and the ushers insisted that these 
orders were imperative. At 11:30 o’elock the 
throng of carriages before the mansion and 
waiting at the corners was so great that the ut- 
most efforts of the Police were necessary to keep 
the line in order, and many gentlemen left theit 
carriages im adjacent streets and walked up to 
the canopy which was the entrance to the jfairy- 
land. Most of the gentlemen gave orders to their 
coachmen to call for them at 3 o’clock. Others 
made the hour as late as 4, and some ‘of the 
more seasoned and wiser party-goers ordered 
their carriages as early as 1 and 2 o'clock. The 
guests had all arrived, save a few stragulers, at 

midnight, and the crowd began to disperse, 
A few still remained to wander about in the 
vicinity of the house, or to gaze into the area win- 
dows or up to the more brilliant plate-glass in the 
stories above. At1the Police were the sole oecu- 
pants of the street before the house, with the ex: 


ception of an occasional wondering belated pedes- 
trian. 

The guests on arriving found themselves in a 
grand ball about 65 feet long, 16 feet in height, and 
20 feet in width. Under feet was a floor of pol- 
ished and luminous Echaillon stone, and above 
them a ceiling richly paneled in oak. Over a high 
wainscoting of Caen stone, richly carved, are, 
antique Italian tapestries, beautifully worked by 
band. Out of this hall to the right rises the grand 
stairway. which is not only the finest piece of work 





of its kind in this country, but one of the finest in 
the world. The stairway occupies a Ye oe 30- feet 
sguare, the whole structure of the stairway bein 
of the finest Caen stone, carved with wonderf 
delicacy and yiger. It climbs by ample easy stages 
to a height of 50 feet, ending in a pendentive 
dome. Another stairway, sizo in Caen stone, jead- 
ine from the second to the third story, is seen 
through a rampant arch, with an effect which re- 
ealls the unique and glorious stairway of the Chi- 
teau of Chambora. In the gymnasium, on the 
third door. a most beautiful apartment, 50 feet in 
length by 35 in width, the members of the six or- 
nized quadrilles of the evening gradualiy assem- 
bloa before 1] o'clock. Lots were drawn 04 Sat- 
arday last by the ladies in charge of thess quad- 
rilles to decide the order in which they should be 
danced, it being previously agreed that the ball 
thould be opened by the * Hobby-horse Quadrille,” 
a fantastic set, under the leadership of Mrs. 8. 8, 
Howland and Mr, James V. Parker, to which by 
common consent the privilere was assigned of 
filling the scene for five minutes and no more. 
The frst place among the more picturesjue 
uadrilles was drawn by the “ Mother Goose 
drille,” under the leadership of Mra. Lawrence 
rkins. Ata little after 1] o'clock, to the strains 

Gilmore's Band, the six quadrilies. comprising 
in all nearly a hundred ladies and gentiemen, were 
formed in order in the gymnasium and began to 
move in a glittering processiona! pageant down 
the grand stairway and through the ball. 

Winding through the metiey crowd of princes, 
monks, cavallers, highlanders, queens, kings, 
dairy-maids, bull-fighters, knights, brigands, and 
nobdies, the procession p: down the grand stair- 
way and through the hall into a noble room ou the 
front of the house in the style of Francois Premier, 
25 feet in width by 40 in length, wainscoted richly 
and heavily in carved Freach walnut and hung in 
dark red plush. Vast carved cabinets and an im- 
mense, deep fire-piace give an air of antique 
grandeur to this room, from which the procession 

into a bright and eharming salon of the 
style of Louis XY., 30 feet in width by 35 in length, 
wainscoted in oak and enriched with carved work 
_god gilding. he whole wainscoting of this beau- 
tiful apartment was brought from a ehiteau in 
France. On the walls hang three Frencir 
Gobslin tapestries a century old, but in 
the brilliance and freshness of their col- 
coring seemingly the work of yesterday. and 
over the chimney-piece hangs a superb portrait of 
Mrs. Vanderbilt by Madrazo, full of spirit, 
sharacter, and grace. The ceiliag, exquisitely 
painted by Paul Baudry, represents the marriage 
ef Cupid and Psyche, and the furniture is of the 
bricht and gracious styie of that age of airy 
arrogance and perfumed coquetry which preceded 
the tragedy of the great Revolution. Thence the 
ocession swept on into the grand dining-hall, con- 
verted last night into a bail-room, and the dancing 
bergen. This dining-reom, which is of the length 
and width of the gymnasium above, was brightly 
Qiqminated. It is 32 feet in height. The fioor and 
the ceiling are both in oak, richly panelled in 
aimilar desigas; the lower wainseeting. 7 feet in 
neight, is of carved oak, above which is a 
temporary wainscoting of a peculiar gilded 
tapestry 9 feet in height, and above that Caen 
stone which reaches the chere-story windows of 
stained glass that runal! around the apartment. 
At ene end of the room isa gigantic fire-place, 
more than 20 feet in width, the lower part of which 
is of Carlisle stone and the upper of carved oak, 
gud at the opposite end of the room is a music gal- 
jery ig feet from the floor, whence the music, in 
the words of Emerson, “poured on mortals its 
beautiful disdain.” This callery is usually lighted by 
fine colossal steel chandeliers of gas, but last night 
calcium lights filled the reom with a silvery splen- 
dor. which fell with extraordinary effect on Oudi- 
not’s superb stained-glass window, directly oppo- 
site the crand doorway, representing the meeting 
ef Henry VIJi. and Francis I. on the Field of the 
Cloth of Geld. This window is divided into three 
sections and is nearly 25ieet in width. The _furni- 
ture ‘s in massive carved oak of the Franco-Italian 
Renaissance. The reguiar quadrilies danced were 
six in number. “ , : 

in the “* Hobby-horso Quadrille,” with which the 
bail began, the horses were the most wonderful 
thongs of the kind ever constructed in this country. 
The workmen were two montbs in finishing them. 
They were of life-size, covered with geruine hides, 
had large. bright eyes, and flowing wanes and tails, 
but were light enough to be easily and comfortably 
attaches to the waists of the wearers, whose feet 
were concealed by richly embreidered hanginys. 
False lezs were represented on the outside of the 
blankets, so the deception was quite perfect. Tho 
costumes were red hbunting-coats, white satin 
vests, yellow satin knee-breeches, white satin 
stockings. The ladies wore red hunting-coats and 
white satin skirts, elegantly embroidered. All the 
dresses were in the atyle of Louis XIV. This quad- 
rille was organized by Mrs. S. 8. Howland, with 
the he!p of Mrs. Richard Irvine, Miss Robert, and 
Mr. James V. Parker. 

The opening quadrille of the ball, however, real- 
ly was the “ Mother Goose Guadriile,” led ty Mrs. 
Lawrenee Perkins as Mother Goose and Mr. Oliver 
H. Northeote as a wizard. The other members 
were Miss Elise Perkins as Jill, Mr. George Allen as 
Jack, Mr. Spencer as Prince Charming. Miss Fannie 
Perkins as Miss Muffet, Miss Thoron as Little Red 
Riding Hood, Miss Lamson as Bopeep, Miss Blake 
as Goedy Two-Shoes, Miss Butler Duncan as Mary 
Mary Quite Contrary, Miss Parsons as My Pretty 
Maid, Mr. Alexander Butler Dunean as Ping Wing 
the Pieman's Son, Mr. Baldwins, Mr. Julian Kean, 
and Mr. Leavitt as Squires, and Mr. Lawrence Per- 
kins as the Pieman. 

Perbaps the most brilliant quadrille of the 
evening was the ‘Opera Bouffe,” organized by 
Mrs. Fernando Yznaga. sister of Mrs. W. K. 
Vanderbilt. Iu this quadrille appeare! Mrs. 
James B. Potter, Mrs. Clarence Carv, Mrs. Frank 
Lawrence, Miss Leroy, Mrs, George Rives, and 
Miss Smith. another sister of Mrs. W. K. Vander- 
silt. Another striking qnadrille was the “ Star 

uadriile,” organized hy Mrs. William Astor. In 
this quadrille appeared Mrs. Lloyd Bryce, Miss 
Astor, Miss Beckwith, Miss Carroli, Miss Hoffman, 
Miss Marié, Miss Warren, and Miss McAliister. 
These Jadies were arrayed as twin stars in four dif- 
ferent colers—yellow, blue, mauve, and white. 
The gentiomen were led by Mr. Lloyd Boyce and 
Mr. Lanier in costumes of Henri Deux. Still an- 
pther was the old “ Dresden Quadrille,” led by 
Mrs. James Strong. in which appeared Miss Etta 
Btrong. Miss Oelrichs, Miss Dava. of Paris; Miss 
Annie Cunard, Miss Lanier. Miss Swan, Miss Cow- 
din, and Miss Waldo. They wore wavy white 
satin,every appurtenance of which was of pure 
white.

The 
gentlemen wore the old German Court costume 
of white satin, knee-breeches, powdered wigs, and 
g white narcissus in the button-hole.

Among the bundreds of striking and unique cos- 
tumes but a few can possibly be noted. These, 
however, will convey some idea of the scene as it 
presented itself at midnight, when the aall, the 
grand stairway, and the spacious apartments were 
all thronged with animated groups enjoying the 
double pleasure of seeing and of being seen. 

Mrs. Vanderbilt's irreproachable taste was seen 
to perfection in her costume as a Venetian Princess 
taken from a picture by Cabanel. The underskirt 
was of white and yellow brocade, shading from 
the deepest orange to the lightest canary, only the 
high lights being white. The figures of fiowersand 
leaves were outlized in gold, white, and iridescent 
peads; light-biue satin train embroidered magnifi- 
cently in gold and lined with Romanred. Almost 
the entire length of the train was caught up at one 
side, forming a large puff. ‘ihe waist was of blue 
satin covered with cola embroidery—the dress was 
cut square in tbe neck, and the flowing sleeves 
were of transparent goldtissue. She wore a Venve- 
tian cap, covered with magnificent jewels, the 
mot noticeable of these being a superb peacock in 
many colored gems. ; 

Lady Mandeville, wko received the guests with 
Mrs. Vanderbilt. wore a cestume in most fortunate 
contrast with the toilet of Mrs. Vanderbilt. Her 
dress was copied frem a picture by Vandyke of a 
Princess de Croy.

The body snd train 
were of black velvet, ornamented with heavy jet 
embroidery. The dress had large puffed Vandyke 
sleeves, an immense stand-up collar of Venetian 
lace, the sleeves being turned up with the same 
lace. The whole was crowned with a bdiack Van- 
dyke hat and drooping piumes, turned up at one 
side and blazing with jewels. Nothing could have 
been more becoming to Lady Mandeville’s blonde

Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt appeared as the 
‘Electric Light,” in white satin trimmed with dia- 
monds, and witha magniticent diamond head- 
tress. Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt was accompa- 
nied by her children daintily appareled, one as a 
rose, in pink tulle, with a satin overdress of green 
jeaves, a waist of green satin and a head-dress of 
white satin, fashioned like a beuquet-holder: man- 
other as Sinbad the Sailor, in white satin breeches, 
a white chemisette, a fiying jacket, embroidered 
in gold, and Turkish shoes, and a third asa little 
rourtier, in a light-blue satin hand-embroidered 
woat, with waistcoat and breeches of white satin, 
vand-embroidered in roses and daisies, 

“Miss Ada Smith, a sister of Mrs, Vanderbilt, 
wore, asa peacock, a dazzling costume of peacock- 
blue satin, the waist composed of real peacock’s 
breast, with a peacock cap and fan.

This 
dress was paralleled by another representing a 
wasp, ot purple and black gold gauze, with hort- 
zontal stripes of black and yellow, and a trapspar- 
ent gold tissue overdress. A special bead-dress 
was imported for this costume, with antenna of 
diamonds. Yellow gloves striped with black were 
worn with it. 

Miss Terry, as Summer, wore light blueand white 
satin trimmed with sheaves of wheat and with a 
jeweled scythe and corn flowers in her hair, 

Another very picturesque costume was that of a 
Daughter of the Forest, with ferns and butter- 
fiesin her hairand necklace of jeweled lizards.

A CONTEST OVER THE ELECTION OF DELE- 
GATES TO THE STATE 60CIETY. 

Dr. R. C.. Brandeis read a paper on 
‘*Catarrhal Headaches and Allied Affections” be- 
fore the New-York County Medical Society !ast 
night. Following the paper came the election of 
three delegates to the State Medical Society. At 
the meeting of the State society in Feb- 
ruary, 1882, a new code of ethics was adopt- 
ed permitting members of the State Society 
and medical societies in affiliation therewith 
to “meet in consultation legaily qualified 
practitioners of medicine,”” The barriers between 
tke old schools and the new were thus broken 


down. The result was that when the American 
Medical Association met at St. Paul, Minn., last 
June the delegates from this State were denied ad- 
mission. This rebuke was considered by many 
reputable physicians in this City to be of no conse- 
quence, while others equally reputable considered 
it a stain upon the professional escutcheon 
that must not be allowed to remain. Both 
sides mustered their forces, and the election 
of delegates last night was fought squarely 
upon the issue whether or not, as Dr. Austin 
Fiint said, the old code of ethics should be restored 
at the next meeting of tbe State society. Dr. Flint 
led the restoration party and nominated Drs. 
Charles A. Leale, Charles Hitchcock, and C.S. Ward. 
Dr. D. B. St. Jobn Roosa figuratively flung the ban- 
ner of the new code party to the wind with the names 
of Drs. P. Albert Morrow, Francis L. Weld, and 
Walter R. Gillette inscribed thereon as delegates in 
favor of the new or present code. Dr. J. W.S. 


Gouley moved that two tellers and two inspectors | 


be appointed, The proposition was received with 
aroar of Jaughter, upon which Dr. Gouley said: 
‘Gentlemen, this has become necessary in this 
body.” The tellers and inspectors were appointed 
and the polis opened. Dr. Reosa took a position 
near the tellers armed with ballots for the new 
code delegates, while Dr. Flint flourished ballots 
for the restorationists. The aisles in the lecture- 
room of the College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
where the meeting was held, are very narrow, and 
the crowd was so great that the voters had to re- 
turn over the seats after depositing their ballots. 
After the tellers had retired to an inner room to 
count the vote Dr. A. D. Rockwell arose and pre- 
seuted a series of resolutions on the death of Dr. 
George M. Beard, whose associate he was. Ur. 
Rockwell spoke briefly in support of the resolu- 
tions, and was followed by Dr. Roasa and Dr. W. 
M. Carpenter. At this point the tellers returned 
with the resuit of the ballot. The restorationists 
were elected by a majerity of about 20, 164 votcs 
being cast. The announcement was greeted with 
a cheer, and the meeting immediately adjourned.

DORSEY TAKES THE STAND 


THE EX-SENATOR ANGRILY MAK- 
ING DENIALS. 

A SENSATIONAL INCIDENT REGARDING THE 
OATH—THE WITNESS MUCH AGITATED 
—AN IMPORTANT RUMOR. 4 

Wasutneton, March 26.—It is reported 
to-night that the Grand Jury, which has been 
in session here for some time, has found in- 
dictments against ex-Senator W. P. Kellogg 
and Thomas J. Brady inthe star route cases 
arising under the Price contracts. There are 
said to be several indictments, and it is ex- 
pected that the Grand Jury will bring them 
into court to-morrow. 

The spectators in the Supreme Court, where 
the star route cases are on trial, were to-day 
treated to a sensational episode. About 3:30 
o'clock the defense called upon Stephen 
W. Dorsey to take the stand. Mr. Dorsey 
had come in after the recess with Mr. Inger- 
soll and had taken his seat by the side of his 
counsel at the end of the long table provided 
for the lawyers on both sides. He was look- 
ing remarkably well, a little stouter than be- 
fore his reported illness, rather more ruddy, 
and apparently inconvenienced only by being 
obliged to wear black goggles to protect his 
eyes. Mr. E. W. Hill, who had testified that 


he was once Dorsey’s clerk, and that 
he is now an _ occasional correspondent 
of the sun, had been dismissed, and 
Mr. Dorsey, in response to Mr. Ingersoll’s 
call, had gone to the stand. As he was about 
to be sworn, Mr. Merrick, of counsel for the 
prosecution, rose to inquire whether the wit- 
ness would consider himself bound in con- 
science to answer truthfully all questions 
asked him. Mr, Dorsey was instantly seen to 
be enraged at the interruption, and he made 
a rather savage reply in the affirmative. Mr. 
Merrick went on calmly and in a legal way to 
state the right of the prosecution to ascertain 
whether a witness would regard as binding an 
oath administered to him. As soon as Mr. 
Ingersoil could be heard, be launched into a 
characteristic address, denouncing the remarks 
of Mr. Merrick as un attempt to revive the 
barbarisms of a past age—the age of the rack, 
the thumbscrew, and the inquisition. He 
went so far as tu say that if he were put upon 
the stand and asked whether he believed in a 
personal God, he would say no, and if he were 
asked whether he believed in a future of re- 
wards and punishments he would answer no. 
With that freedom of utterance so easy with 
him, be replied to # remark which Mr. Mer- 
rick had made to the effect that all law was to 
be obeyed with the declaration that all law 
was not good and ought not to be obeyed. 

The people in the court-room were greatly en- 
tertained, and rather congratulated themselves 
upon having obtained, without the usval fifty- 
cent fee, alargeslice of one of the free thinker’s 
most liberallectures. Mr. Merrick, with admir- 
able calniness, reminded the orator that he had 
been taught to believe that a man wio did not 
obey all thelawsand respect the religious beliefs 
of the people with whom he dwelt was neither 
a patriot nor a good citizen. Judge Wylie 
held that Dorsey could be a witness under the 
law of 1878 without any other qualification 
than his wish to testify in his own behalf, but 
that his testimony must be taken according to 
law. He paid his addresses to Mr. Ingersoll in 
his dry and blunt way by saying that it was 
not for the court to choose which laws it liked 
and which it disliked. All were to be obeyed. 
If any were unjust or oppressive, they should 
be amended. 

Before the cross-examination is concluded 
the prosecution will probably show why they 
were anxious to know whether Mr. Dorsey 
really considers an oath binding ornot. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Rerdell, in his testimony, there 
was an occasion when he assured Mr. Rerdéll 
that a false oath, taken to protect a friend, 
was not a matter upon which he ought to hesi- 
tate. As Mr. Dorsey has denied, in the brief 
examination this afternoon, that he ever con- 
spired with anybody to defraud the Govern- 
ment, he will probably deny Mr. Rerdell’s 
statement on this and all other material 
points.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE COURT. 

WasHINnGTON, March 26.—When the Crim 
inal Court, bearing the star route cases, redssem- 
bled this morning, Mr. Ingersoll began the redirect 
examination of W. F. Kellogg. He said that he 
had been unable to identify positively Dorsey's 
handwriting, because he had seon it so often and 
£0 closely imitated by Rerdell that it wasa matter 
of much dificulty to distinguish between the orig- 
inal and the imitation. In answerto Mr. Merrick 
the witness said that he had conversed with Dor- 
sey on this subject since leaving the stand. Had 
not fully understood the remark of the court that 


**he did not know Dorsey's handwriting” when it 
was made, or he would have made an explanation 
at that time. 

The Hon. Horace F. Page, of California. was 
then called. He identified letters and petitions 
concerning the route from Redding to Alturas, and 
related the efforts he had made to have that service 
increased. 

James Gamble, of New-York, a contractor, testi- 
fied that he had occupied a portion of the office 
used by Dorsey in 1881 at No. 145 Broadway. He 
described the rooms and their occupants, aud said 
that he saw no red book in that office. Never 
saw Bosler there. Upon cross-examination the 
witness said that Dorsey and himself had been 
associated in the promotion of the Colorado and 
Pacific Railroad. That enterprise, under their 
management, went as far as the preparation of 
plans. It was not truethat a Board of Directors 
had been elected who refused to serve because of 
business engagements. 

E. N. Hill, formerly of Arkansas, was the next 
witness. The ‘Smith and Jones’’ memorandum 
was shown to the witness. He sald that he was 
acquainted with the handwritings of Dorsey and 
Rerdell. As for the memorandum, the witness 
said that it was a very difficult matter to say who 
wrote it. He believed that Dorsey wrote, “S. W. 
D., expense—cash—profit and loss.” If it were not 
for ether knowledge upon the subject, the witness 
would say that Dorsey wrote the remainder, but 
from a consideration of these circumstances, he 
believed that Dorsey did not write it. Mr. Inger- 
soll asked who wrote ‘‘M.C. R.” The witness 
answered that while it resembled Dorsey's hand- 
writing, he did not believe Dorsey wrote it; did 
believe that Rerdell could have written it. The 
last statement was stricken out by order of the 
cour’. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bliss—Was a lawyer and 
journalist. Had contributed occasionally to the 
New-York sun during the last six months; wrote 
for the Critic of this city last year. Had dove a 
great deal of work for Dorsey. and got paid for it. 
Whenever Dorsey desired to makea publication he 
usually sent for the witness. These communica- 
tions were published over Dorsey’s signature, and 
had been telegraphed by the Associated Press. Had 
for many;months received asalary of $50per month 
from Dorsey. Had beena Deputy Grand Master of 
an Arkavsaslodge ef Freemasons. Had never been 
expelled for appropriating funds belonging to the 
order. Had demitted from his Arkansas lodge. 
Rerdell had frequently paid the witness forservices 
rendered to Dorsey. 

After the recess Stephen W. Dorsey came into 
the court-reom for the first time since the begin- 
ning of the present trial. Mr. Bliss continued his 
cross-examination of the witness Hill. The wit- 
ness identified an order by Dorsey upon Rerdell for 
payment of money ($5) due witness. Possibly he 
had presented that paper to Rerdell, and had re- 
ceived the money. 

At the conclusion of his testimony Mr. Ingersoll 
cailed Stephen W. Dorsey to the stand. 

The clerk was about to administer the usual 
oath, when Mr. Merrick arose and asked permis- 
sion from the court to question the witness re- 
garding his belief in its binding force. The re- 
quest was granted, and Mr. Merrick inquired if the 
witness regarded the oath as binding upon his con- 
scienes. He (fiercely shaking his finger at tke gen- 
tleman) answered that the oath was as binding 
upon him as upon Mr. Merrick. He regarded it as 
binding upon bis conscience. 

Mr. Merrick asked if in taking the oath the wit- 
ness had in mind the effect of a failure to observe 
it upon his future state of reward and punishment. 

Instantly Mr. Ingersoll was upon his feet. “I 
object, sit down,” said he, to Mr. Dorsey, and then 
proceeded to pour out an impassioned address. He 
objected to the perpetration of this monstrosity 
of the dark ages. The country had passed that 
point. In nearly every State, in every eivilized 
State, every man was allowed to testify whetker 
he believed in future punishment and a personal 
God or‘not.

In the dark ages 
people were so given to lying tbat nobody 
was expected to tell the truth unless they 
were scared, The gentleman (Mr. Merrick) bad 
quoted the law. . Now, laws were not always right. 
Many people believed many laws to be wrong, as 
there were many laws that were not right. They 
had such laws under the old inquisition, with its 
thum-screws and racks and fires and other hideous 
monstrosities. They had laws against witches and 
wizards in the days when they dug up babies’ 
corpses and made ointment out of them. And in 
seme States there were still laws that barred a man 
from telling the truth because he did not believe 
as some other man or some holy book, and this, 
too, after Darwin haa liyed and died. There used 
to be a law to make a man catch a poor negro 
woman with her child in her arms and give her 
back to bloodhounds and the lash. He hoped that 
the court would not entertain the proposition. 

The court said that with men not in official 
positions it was a private matter as to what they 
thought of the law; if they undertook to violate it 
they were responsible, but a Judge was not at lib- 
erty to say that he liked this law and disliked that; 
that he would administer this one and ignore that. 
They were not made by the court, and it could 
only apply them. As to the theological question 
discussed at sucn length the court would not go 
into that; it was unnecessary. The act of March 
16, 1878, made a defendant a witness, and that set- 
tled that poimt. So, then, the only question of 
competency was whether Dorsey was a defendant. 
When a new law was introduced and without 
limitation said “the defendant shall be a witness” 
no other competency was required. The other 
view the court weuld not pass upon; it would not

Mr. Merrick inquired as to the necessity for 
swearing the witness under this view. 

Tho court replied: ‘* So that he may be punished 
for perjury if he does not tell the truth,” 

Mr. Merrick acknowledged that the answer was 
suffieient. He then went.on to disavow any inten- 
tion of preventing the witness from testifying: the 
Government was desirous that he should testify. 

The Court—Administer the oath. 

Mr. Ingersoll—He may sweur or affirm. 

The Witness—Oh, I had = aS soon swear. 

The oath was then administered, and Mr. Inger- 
soll began the examination, The witness was visi- 
bly agitated and in instances scarcely waited for 
the conclusion of the question before answering. 
He testified as follows: Became acquainted with 
Miner in 1866 or 1867 at Sandusky, Ohio; had known 
Peck for 15 years at the time of his death. It was 
a business relation at first, Peck being Secretary 
and witness Treasurer of a railroad company. 
Peck subsequently married the sister of witmess's 
wife and died in August, 1881. First saw Vaile in 
the Spring of 1878, but did not make his acquaint- 
ance at thattime. John W. Dorsey is his brother; 
knew Boone in 1874, while he was a Post Office 
clerk. First met Brady at the Cincinnati Conven- 
tion in 1876, and John H. Watts in New-Mexico in 
1876 or 1877. 

Q.—Did you ever enter into an agreement with 
Brady, John Dorsey, Vaile, Miner, or any or either 
of them to defraud the Government by bidding for 
mail contracts. A. (passionately)—I never entered 
into any such agreement with anybody at any 
place or at any time. 

Q.—Did you ever conspire with them to defraud 
the Government? A.—I never entered into a con- 
spiracy with them of any kind. 

Q.—Did you ever pay meney to Gen. Brady to in- 
fluence his official actions? A.—I never had a 
transaction with Gen. Brady to the extent of 1 cent 
in my life. I never paid him a cent or promised to 
pay him a cent for any possible purpose. 

Q.—Did yon ever pay Mr. Tyner money or stock 
to influence his official actions while he was First 
Assistant Postmaster-General? A.—No.

PUBLIC LANDS AS STOCK RANGES. 

WASHINGTON, Mareh 26.—The Secretary of 
the Interior has to-day addressed the following in- 
teresting letter to the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office in regard to the occupation of large 
tracts of Indian lands in Kansas by stock men: 


Sir: You transmit, under date of the 10th inst., 
for my consideration sand action, a petition and 
resolution of citizens of Barbour County, Kan., 
relative to the unlawful inclosing of large tracts 
of Osage Indian lands in said county, 
amounting in all to about 200,000 acres, 
and also sundry affidavits corroborating the 
alleged facts and showing that among others one 
Jobn McKittrick and one Andrews, his partner, 
bave inclosed for grazing purposes a tract of land 
of about 6,000 acres subject to pre-emption, situate 
wholly orin part in Tewnship 31, R. 13 W., in said 
county and by such inclosures and by threats and 
violence have prevented bona fide settlement on 
the inclesed tract. . You also state that like in- 
closures, are believed to existin adjoining coun- 
ties, and recommend that speedy action be taken 
for the relief of settlers intending to locate on 
such inclosed lands, and that the fences be re- 
moved, I need net ‘advise you that inclosures of 
the character described are unauthorized and 
illegal, or that settiement on sueh lands is limited 
to 160 aeres, or that sach mere occupation without 
settlement is trespass only and gives no right to 
the occupant, or that such occupation does not 
legally exclude bona fide settlement. by another. 
Such trespass on the public land is equally offer- 
sive to law and to morals as if upon private prop- 
erty and lands not legally appropriated are vacant 
and subject to disposal by whomsoever legally ap- 
plies for them. Until settlement is made under 
the settlement laws there is no objection to the 
grazing of cattle or cutting hay on Government 
Jand, provided such unappropriated lands are left 
open to ail alike. To allowa few wealthy stock 
men to fence these lands, and thus not only prac- 
tically withdraw them from the operation of the 
settlement laws, but deprive men of small means 
of the: advantage of acquiring a settlement, will 
not be allowed under any pretense whatever. At- 
tempts, therefore, by persons in illegal occupation 
of such tracts to prevent their settlement by fence 
or threats of violence wil] be discountenanced by 
this department, and should be by all good citizens. 
It is immaterial that such inclosures are for stock 
range purposes. The law recognizes no such pur- 
pose. The grazier may as equitably claim. any 
other as the landed property of the Government, 
but neither is permissible. He may have only 
what is allowed to ail others. 

The inclosure of McKittrick and Andrews is 
illegal and against the right of others who desire 
to settle or graze their cattle on the inclosed 
tracts. It givesthem mo exclusive right to such 
tracts, and they cannot thereby, or by threats or 
violenee, prevent entry thereon by others who de- 
sire to graze the same land or to enter thereon for 
any purpose within the law. This department will, 
therefore, interpose ne objection to the destruction 
of their fences by persons desiring to make bona 
fide settlements on sueh inciosed tracks, should 
McKittrick and Andrews endeavor to prevent the 
same by their fences or their threats or violence, 
but will rather iend its influence to their appropri- 
ate punishment under the law for their trespass. 
You will therefore cunuse them and all others in- 
closing tracts of the public land beyond that al- 
lowed by law, to be notified ‘by a circular letter 
that the Government will prosecute or otherwise 
express its disapprobation of their trespass when- 
ever. after such notice, it shall appear that, by such 
inclosure, they prevent settlement on the inclosed 
tracts by persons entitled thereto under the law.

-BLEVATED RAILROAD COST 


THE BUILDING OF THE METRO- 
POLITAN LINE. 

RB. JOSE F. DE NAVARRO TELLS THE COM- 
MISSIONERS OF THD WORK OF THE LOAN 
AND IMPROVEMENT COMPANY. 

Thé Railroad Commissioners of the Stato, 
Messrs, John D. Kernan, William E. Rogers, and 
John O'Donnell, began yesterday morning, at the 
rooms of the Chamber of Commerce, an investiga- 
tion into the financial history of the elevated rail- 
roads of the City. The inquiry yesterday was 
directed to the methods of the New-York Loan 
and Improvemeat Company, by which the Gilbert 
Elevated Road and its successor, the Metropolitan 
Elevated Road, was constructea. Only one wit- 
ness, José F. De Navarro, the President of the Loan 
and Improvement Company, was examined. He 
was accompanied by John J. McCook, his counsel, 
and by Louis M. Brown, the Secretary of the eom- 

* pany, who at times prompted Mr. De Navarro un- 
fler Commissioner Kernan’'s questioning. 

Mr. De Navarro testified that he had been a Di- 
vector, Vice-President, and President of the New- 
York Loan and Improvement Company. Under a 
contract this company had eonstructed 14 or 15 of 
the 18 miles of track of thé Metropolitan Elevated 
Railroad, the remainder having been built by the 
Manbattan Company after the merger agree- 
ment. The original contract for construc- 
tion was made March 13, 1876, between 
the Loan and.  Improyement Company and 
the Gilbert Elevated Railroad Company. 


When that contract was entered into the witness 
Was verv largely interested in the Gilbert Com- 
pany, being probably the largest individual holder 
of the $500,000 of its capital stock. Subsequently 
he and William Foster, Jr.. controlled between 
them the stock of the Gilbert Road, Mr. Foster 
being the President of that organization. At the 
time the contract was made the witness was a 
large holder of the stock of the Loan and Improve- 
ment Company. He had been active in the negoti- 
ations which resulted in the making of the eon- 
tracts. Apparently seeing that his testimony put 
him in the position of contracting with himself to 
build the road, he explained that Mr. George M. 
Paliman. the President of the Loan and Im- 
eaten Company, had been responsible for 

@ making of the contracts with the Gilbert Com- 
pany. Mr. Foster was not at the time interested 
jn the construction company, but soon afterward 
did become interested to the extent of $100,000, 
taking the 1,000 shares of stock held at the time the 
contract was made by a Mr. Wiggin. By the terms 
of the contract the entire issue of the stock and 
bonds of the Gilbert, and its suecessor, the Metro- 
politan Company, became the property of the Loan 
and Improvement Company. The actual cost in 
eash for the construction of so much of the system 
as-was built byihe Loanand Improvement Com- 
pany was ,510,.885,982 18. This included, among 
other items, $378,511 69 in legal expenses. The 
company had had a paid-up capital of $3,000,000, 
and the difference between this amount and that 
actually expended represented loans made to the 
company by individual stockholders while the work 
was in progress, and before any money was received 
from the railroad company. In return for 
this expenditure the Loan and Improvement Com- 
pany reveived $8,500,000 of the first mortgage bonds 
of the company. These were disposed of at prices 
ranging from § cents to about par on the dollar. 
None of these bonds were disposed of to parties 
interested in the Loan and Improvement Company. 
The company also received $6,500,000 in the stock 
of the railroad company. Of this amount $6,000,- 
000 was distributed among the stockholders of the 
constraction company July 12, 18793, whenit was 
éstimated to be worth at least its par value. The 
balance of $500,090 was sold for $627,460 62 in the 
open market. For the $15,000,000 securities given 
them in payment of construction the Loan and 
Improvement Company stockholders received 
$14,593,768 52 in cash and stock dividends. ‘The 
cost of eonstruction being $10,885,982 81, there was 
an apparent profit of $3,713,786 01. The actual 
profit was less than this amount by the amount of 
the interest on the capital of the Loan and Im- 

rovement Company employed during construc- 
ion, which witness estimated to be $500,000, which 
would leave a net profit of $3,213,786 01 for divi- 
sion among the stockholders. 

A sort of desuttory talk followed the farcical ex- 
zmination. in which Mr. De Navarro attempted a 
fefense of the method of constructing a road 
through the medium of a construction company. 
He claimed that the Metropolitan got a better road 
m every way and at less cost through the medium 
pf a construction company than did the New-York 
Pompany, which erected itsown structure. The 
Metropolitan had a structure at least 20 per cent. 
better than its rival. The structure, he claimed, 
rost between $700,000 and $800,000 a mile, and not- 
withstanding the estimates of engineers that it 
could be duplicated for $300,000 or $400,000 per mile 
he aeserted that with the present price of materials 
it could not be duplica for less than $1,000,000 
per mile. The Loan and Improvement mpany 
was used as a means of constructing the road be- 
cause the railroad company was so entangled in 
legal complications that the same capitalists who 
would readily advance money for the use of acon- 
struction company would not advance it te the 
railroad eompany.

In onse to a question by Commissioner 
O’Donnell, Mr. De Navarro stated that the only 
person interested in tke construction company 
‘who secured contracts from it was George M. Pull- 
man, of the Pullman Palace Car Company, who 
built the cars run on the road. Mr. C Reeves, 
alarge contractor in the erection of a structure, 
subsequently became a stoekholder in the con- 
Btruction company. He stated that the road could 
—~ possibly have been built cheaper without the 

tervention of the Loan and Improvement Com- 
pany, than it was, and claimed that without that 
{ntervention. and because of legal difficulties, the 
road would never have been built at all. 

The representatives of the Loan and Improve- 
ment Company promised to furnish a list of the 
stockholders of that company and of the Gilbert 
company at the time when an agreement to build 
was first considered, at the time the agreement 
was made, atthe time of the distribution of the 
$6,000,000 of Metropolitan stock, and at the time 
when the merger agreement was entered into. This 
baving been promised, Mr. De Navarro stated that 
when he firat bought into the Gilbert company he 
did not bave the stock in his own name because he 
was afraid there might be cails made upon him fer 
payment of assessments or to settle for tne troubles 
pf various kinds that were continually arising. 

* Commissioner Kernan, when Mr. De Navarro’s 
testimony and statements were concluded, an- 
nounced the adjournment of the public investiga- 
tion for an indefinite peried, “ subject to the call 
of the chair.” This was done that the experts now 
at work might be enabled by a search of the books 
end records of the Manhattan, Metropolitan, 
and New-York Elevated Companies, and also 
those of the Loan and Improvement Company, to 
verify or disprove statements already made by 
those companies. If those researches, now in 
rogress, develope any facts worthy of further in- 
estigation or the taking of testimony, a further 
hearing and searching investigation by the Com- 
pissioners in persen is promised.

JOHN W. GREENE'S SUIT. 
—————— 
HIS RIGHT TO SUE THE NEW-YORK CENTRAL 
AFFIRMED BY THE COURT. 

In the suit of John W. Greene, owner of 
premises at the north-western corner of Hudson 
and Laight streets, against the New-York Central 
and Hudson River Railroad Company a motion was 
made to dismiss thescemplaint on Thursday last. 
Argument upon it was closed on Friday, and Judge 
Freedman yesterday denied it. At the same time 
he decided that the testimony of the plaintiff must 
be confined to the proof of the allegation 
that his premises have been injured by the op- 
eration of the defendants’ railroad in Hudson- 


street. In his opinion, Judge Freedman said, the 
jaintiff and bis predecessors in title never had a 
irect legal interest in the maintenance of St. 
John’s Park nor a collateral interest in it which 
was interfered with by its sale and the erection of 
the defendants’ freight station on its site. Hudson 
and Laight streets having been dedicated to tne 
ublic by Trinity Church ae to the saie of the 
ot now owned by the plaintiff. Judge Freedman 
concluded that the plaintiff and_ his predecessors 
never acquired the fee of the land in those streets, 
and therefore could not reeover damages for the 
construction and maintenance of the railroad under 
alawful authorization. If the defendant, having 
lawfully acquired the right to use the surfaee of 
Hudson-street, had departed from its strict right, 
and had thus deprived the rest of the public, in- 
cluding the plaintiff, from also using the street 
without unnecessary restriction, Judge Freedman 
heid that it had done wrong. ana the plaintiff. or 
anybody else, was entitled to damages for what- 
ever injury he could prove haa been inflicted upon 
him. hile assuming that railroad cempanies rep- 
resent the public and provide accommodations for 
itinits use of the street, Judge Freedman said; 
A railroad, though having lawful warrant from 
tbe public authority for its existence and operation, 
may be so operated as to destroy the right of an 
abutting owner te the uses;and enjoyment of the 
street. Trains on a steam railroad may be run in 
such numbers and in such rapid suécession by day 
and by night and in such olose proximity of an 
abutting owner's premises as to render the street 
at all times impassable for him except perhaps on 
foot. A side track of a horse car railroad may be 
80 close to an abutting owner’s premises as to cut 
off all access to such premises, while it is incum- 
bered for days and weeks with a row of cars notin 
ordinary use. The moment therefore that the oper- 
ation of a railroad or the manner of its use becomes, 
under all the circumstances of a case, unreasona- 
ble as to a particular individual, and special dam- 
age ensues i: consequence thereof, the operation 
of the’ road, or the manner of its use—though the 
road has lawful pubilc authority for its existence 
and operation, by which it is protected from being 
treated as a public nuisance—becomes, as to the 
individual so injured, a private nuisance, and he 
may maintain an action for the special damage. 
And, inthe case of a continuing trespass, causing 
continuous injury, the authorities are tothe effect 
that successive actions may be brought. year after 
year, so long as grass grows and water runs." 

The temporary darkening of an abutting owner’s 
house by the passage of railroad trains or the occa- 
sional entrance into it of cinders, smoke, or foul 
gas emitted by the locomotives are, Judge Freed- 
man said, no grounds for an action for dam- 
ages. Such inconveniences to him must exceed 
& reasonable extent before he can maintain an 
action. ‘ But,’ Judge Freedman continued, “a 
row of cars not in immediate use may be so 
placed against certain of his windows and kept 
in sued position for such a length of time as to 
materially interfere with the enjoyment of cer- 
tain rooms, and for this the law would afford 
him redress. The principle deducible from what has 
been said. and from many Cases that might be cited, 
is that the law of a public street of acity is motion; 
that any use of asrreet, though a new one, which 
does not materially abridge or obstruct the right 
of passage and repassage, of ingress and egress, 
cad to light and air, of the abutting owner gives 
no cause of action, but that every unnecessary 
material abridgment or obstruction, though of a 
temporary character, and every continuous ma- 
terial abridgment or obstruction, though made in 
the pursnit of a lawful business, and to some ex- 
tent called for by circumstances arising in the 
eourse of such pursuit, by whieh the right 
of an abutting owner to pass and repass, to have 
free access to, and egress from, his premises, 
and to enjoy the light and air from the street is 
unreasonably affected, gives to the injured party, 
in case of special damage therefrom, a right of 
action against the offending party fer the recovery 
of the damages actually sustained, and, finally, 
that, in order to determine any such question, each 
case must be disposed of on its own facts and cir- 
cumstances. The principle thus evolved applies to 
all infringements of, and obstructions in, the 
streets of a city irrespective of their nature 
and of the persons by whom they are 
cansed.” For these reasons Judge Freed- 
man allowed the present case to be presented to 
the jury for a determination of the injuries done 
to the premises of the plaintiff by the operation of 
the defendant's railroad anc for the assessment of 
damages therefor.

TO STATE PRISON AT LAST. 

At the election in November, 1878, George 
Hall and Jacob A. Hatzel were the Tammany Hall 
candidates for Aldermen in the Sixth District. 


Their County Democrat competitors were Joseph 
P. Strack and Bernard Kenny. The distriet was 
entitled te three representatives in the Board of 
Aldermen. It became evident while the voting 
was going on that the County Demoerats would 
win. As the Tammany leaders preferred to 
have George Hall in the Board of 
Aldermen, they worked hard to  pro- 
cure a iarger vote for him than for 
Hatzel. In the Eleventh Election District of the 
Eighth <1! District Hall received 130 votes, 
and Hatzel 93. In making up their statements the 
Inspectors of Election and Poll Clerks credited 
Hall with 200 votes, and Hatzel with only 23. On 
their returns the Board of Aldermen declared Hail 
to have been elected an Alderman. The Inspectors 
of Election and Peli Clerks were indicted twice— 
first for making fraudulent returns, and secondly 
for failing to attach to their certificates copies of 
the ballots used at the election. Thomas Boland 
and Washington E. Hall, the Democratic Inspectors 
of Election, were tried and convicted in the Court 
of Oyerand Terminer, the former on the indict- 
ment for making false returns, and the latter on 
the one for making defective certificates. Their 
convictions were affirmed by the Supreme Court, 
‘General Term, and the Court of Appeals. They 
were arraigned in the Court of Oyer and Terminer 
yesterday, and Judge Barrett ordered them to be 
taken to State prison to serve out the sentences 
imposed upon them when they were convicted.

THE BROOKLYN ALDERMEN. 
When the Democratic majority in the 
Brookiyn Board of Aldermen were distributing the 
petty patronage attached to that body at the first 


meeting of the Common Council this year,'they 
created two mew and unnecessary offices. These 
were an additional clerkship of committees 
and the position of Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms. 
The Mayor vetoed the resolution creating these 
appointments on the ground that the city Sid not 
require the service‘which the new appointees were 
to perform. Nothing more was heard of the mat- 
ter, there being a sufficient number of Republican 
votes in the board to prevent the Mayor’s veto be- 
ing overridden, until yesterday, when'Alderman 
Kane, of the Sixth Ward, coolly moved that suffi- 
cient money be appropriated to pay the additional 
clerk and Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms for services 
rendered from the 7th of January to date, as part of 
their yearly salary. He said the officials named had 
faithfully performed their duties and claimed that 
they hada right te payment. Alderman Menin- 
ger called attention to the fact that the Mayor had 
vetoed the resolution appointing these men, and 
asked, in view of that circumstance, by what au- 
thority they had been set to work. Alderman 
Kane said they had acted by the authority of the 
majority of the Board of Aldermen. * But," said 
Alderman Meninger, ‘‘they had no authority in 
law; the Mayor vetoed the resolution appointing 
them.” “Well,” said the Alderman from the 
Sixth, serenely, “ we'll give hima chanee te veto 
it again."’ As Alderman Kane’s motion reauired a 
suspension of the rules, and objection having been 
made, it went over until next week.

INSANITY CAUSED BY DESTITUTION. 
A sad case of destitution and consequent in- 
sanity was reported at the Harlem Police Court 


yesterday morazing. Franz Ackerman.who worked 
in a Harlem brewery until three months ago, and 
his wife Annie were arrested for disturbing a 
Yorkville Catholic congregation on Sunday even- 
ing. Inthe court-room they acted so strangely 
that Dr. Van Musit. of No. 1,266 Lexington-avenue, 
was called to examine thoir mental condition. It 
was his opinion that they were sufferiag from re- 
ligious mania brought on by want of proper food. 
At their rooms, No, 1,618 Second-avenue, the offi- 
cers found their children, two little girls, nearly 
naked and almost starved.

A STOCKHOLDER’S SUIT DENIED. 


AN INJUNCTION REFUSED IN THE GOLD AND 
STOCK TELEGRAPH COMPANY CASE. 

Frederic Bill, a stockholder of the Gold and 
Steck Telegraph Company, filed a billto set dside 
a lease of its property and franchise to the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company and others for 93 
years, and then moved for an injunction, pendente 
lite, to restrain the lessee from disposing of the 
property acquired. Judge Wallace denied the mo- 
tion yesterday, in the United States Circuit Court, 


and in his opinion says the theory of the complain- 
ant’s bill is that the lease was ultra vires, be- 
cause the necessary consent of the Directors and 
stockholders has not been given, and that it was 
made for an inadequate consideration, in breach 
of trust, by the Directors and in the interest of 
the lessee. Botn theories hinge on the eircum- 
stance that the majority of the Board of Directors 
of the lessor were Directors of the lessee at the 
time the Jease was made, and that the lessee 
owned nearly two-tifths of the stock of the lessor 
at the time. It is insisted for the complainant 
that the statutory authority to lease has not been 
pursued, because the three-fifths vote of the Board 
of Directors was cast by Direotors who were in- 
competent to vote, they being at the time Directors 
of the lessee, and because the requisite majority of 
consenting stockholders has not been obtained if 
the vote or consent of the lessee is excluded. 

Neither aceording to the allegations of the com- 
piainant, says Judge Wallace, nor upon those of 
the defendant does it appear that an effort to in- 
duce the proper action on the part of the stock- 
holders has been made or ought to be dispensed 
with. If a majority do not approve the lease, as 
stated by the complainant, then he should have 
endeavored to induce them to remove the offend- 
ing Directors, and elect new Directors who would 
assert the rights of the corporation. If, as stated 
by the defendants, a majority have consented to 
the lease, it does not appear that they knew what 
relations existed between the Directors and the 
lessee when the consent was given, and, therefore, 
it is not apparent that they intended to ratify 
the action of the Directors, much less that 
in view of the circumstances they would deny to 
the stockholders an opportunity to repudiate the 
transaction as unfair or injurious tothem. It does 
appear that nearly two-fifths of the stock of the 
lessor was and is owned by the lessee corporation. 
Assuming that the lessee, as a stockho!der owning 
two-tifths of the stock of the lessor, would refuse 
to assist in any remedial! action, there is still a ma- 
jority of stock held by those who have no interest 
except to protect their own rights and promote the 
good of the corporation. The complainant has 
failed to show a case within the adjudications of 
the ninety-fourth rule, which entitles him to main- 
tain this action. If it should be assumed that 
& majority ‘of the stockholders of the 
lessor have adopted or are willing to adopt the 
act of the Directors, notwithstanding they were 
also Directors of the lessee, the complainant is 
without remedy and without equities. As, by per- 
mission of the statute, such a lease is within the 
legitimate discretion of the corporation, it would 
bot be equitable or just that a singie stockholder. 
ora minority of stoekholders, should be allowed 
to defeat the wishes and thwart the interests of 
the majority. It is an implied condition of the as- 
sociation of stockholders ina corporation that the 
majority shall have authority to bind the whole 
body in any transaction within the corporate pow- 
ers. It may be that the facts are such that the 
complainant may 0e able to amend his bill ard pre- 
sent a case entitling him to relief. As the ease is 
now presented an injunction must be denied.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, partly cloudy weath- 
er, with occasional rain, north-east, veering to 
north-west, winds, stationary or lower tenvpera- 
ture, followed by rising barometer. 


We do not know what President ARTHUR 
has done to offend the ultra-Stalwart poli- 
‘ ticians who used to profess to be his best 
friends, but there is certainly no class of 
men from whom he suffers so much. One 
form which their’ unkindness commonly 
takes is the getting themselves ‘‘mentioned”’ 
for every vacancy occurring in an office 
within his gift. The latest demonstration of 
this gratuitous spitefulness is in connection 
with the position of Postmaster-General. Mr. 
Hower’s body is not yet laid beneath the 
ground, and Mr. Cuacncey I. Fiuiey’s 
friends are talking about the prospects of 
that gentleman’s being appointed to the 
President’s Cabinet, and adding insult to 
injury by asserting that he had the promise 
pf the place before Mr. Howe was appoint- 
ed. Why not say at once that the President 
intends to go to the prisoners’ dock and take 
Brapy for Postmaster-General ? 


The appearance of ex-Senator Dorsry as 
B witness in the star route trial yesterday, 
and a preliminary question asked by Mr. 
Merrick, gave Mr. Ronert G. INGERSOLL 
a rare opportunity to set forth once more in 
impassioned periods the peculiar religious, 
or irreligious, opinions with which many 
pudiences have become familiar. A few 
persons who have attended the trial from 
day to day for the purpose of see- 
ing and hearing this unbelieving ad- 
vocate doubtless felt that they had been 
well paid for breathing foul air in the 
crowded chamber of Judge Wy te’s court. 
But it does not appear that the advocate had 
provocation. From some points of view the 
question was not an extraordinary one, and 
the answer embodied information which 
court, jury, and counsel might very properly 
desire to have. The dry, matter-of-fact 
decision of the venerable Judge indicated 
very plainly that he did not intend to regard 
the court chamber as a lecture-room, The 
testimony of Mr. Dorsey, introduced in 
this sensational way, was mainly of a nega- 
tive character. His cross-examination by that 
keen, bold lawyer, Mr. Merrick, may: be 
a very interesting episode of this remarkable 
trial. Public attention in Washington, so 
far as it is directed toward star route prose- 
cutions, seems to be divided between the 
courtroom and the room occupied by the 
Grand Jury. If an additional and more com- 
prehensive indictment should be found, as 
indicated by our dispatches, in what is 
known as the Brady-Price case, the result 
may force a comparison between the present 
Grand. Jury aud the Grand Jury which 


chose to ignore Mr. Wausn’s strong testi- 
mony last Summer, and the proceedings may 
take a fresh hold upon the public mind. 


The Railroad Commission took the state- 
ment of Mr. Dz Navarro yesterday as to 
the cost of constructing the Metropolitan 
Elevated Railroad. From this statement it 
appears that aset of men constituting the 
Gilbert Company, with acapital of $500,000, 
also constituted the Loan and Improvement 
Company, with a capital of $3,000,000. ‘T’he 
Gilbert Company made a contract with the 
Loan and Improvement Company to build the 
road, which it did out of its own capital and 
loans made to it by its own stockhold- 
ers, the entire cost being $10,885,982 81, 
including the snug sum of $378,511 69 
for legal expenses. Then the Loan and Im- 
provement Company received as compensa- 
tion the entire issue of bonds and stock of 
the Metropolitan Company, the successor of 
the Gilbert, from which it realized $14,599,- 
768 82 in cash and stock dividends, making 
an appareht profit of $3,713,786 01, from 
which Mr. De Navarxo would deduct 
$500,000 for interest on the company’s own 
capital during the period of construction. 
It is a little curious how a fiction 
may be used to confuse ideas 
of cost. It must be remembered that here 
was practically the same set of men making 
a contract with themselves to build a road 
which they owned when it was done, and 
claiming a profit of about 35 per cent. for 
doing their own work. Thus far we have 
Mr. Dt NAvarro’s statement that about 
five-sixths of the present Metropolitan lines 
actually cost something less than $10,885,- 
982 81, but we need to know what besides 
legal expenses constituted the elements of 
cost. 


REPUBLICAN HARMONY. 


Republican politicians at Albany and else- 
where in this State are quick to see that the 
preposterous blundering of the Democrats in 
the Legislature is producing a revulsion of 
popular feeling. They think they see in tbat 
fact the opening of a new prospect for a re- 
turn of their own party to power, if only it 
can overlook past differences and become 
united. There is little doubt as to the 
opportunity which is to be presented when 
a new political contest opens in the State, 
but whether that opportunity will be im- 
proved depends on something more than ef- 
forts to patch up past differences and secure 
unity of purpose among the men who man- 
age party affairs. Republican voters will be 
ready enough to act together when they 
think alike upon the issues that are pre- 
sented, and when conventions and nominat- 
ing bodies give expression to the convictions 
upon which Republicans are substantially 
agreed. Harmony will come as a sponta- 
neous effect if party sentiment is allowed to 
find expression in declarations of principles 
and purposes and in the choice of candi- 
dates for office, but it can never be pro- 
duced by any agreement of active poli- 
ticians to drop their past differénces and go 
in ‘together for a, recovery of their lost 
power, presuming on Democratic failure to 
give them success. 

The main cause of Republican defeat last 
Fall was the failure of the party to deal in- 
telligently and honestly with the vital ques- 
tions of the time. This failure was largely 
due to the fact that office-holders and office- 
seekers had organized themselves into a 
managing force which dominated the 
councils of the party. They were 
more intent on their personal and 
factional schemes than on the promotion 
of sound principles, and cared more for of- 
fices and patronage than for the convictions 
of voters or the good of the country. The 
differences of which we hear so much had 
their origin among these men-and not among 
the voters. The latter were not allowed by 
fair representation in committees and in cau- 
cuses and conventions to shape their course 
for themselves, and the platforms and tick- 
ets presented for their acceptance did not 
embody their opinions or their choice. 
There will be no great gain in a see-saw of 
parties in which the blunders of one lead 
to the elevation of the other. A party in 
order to obtain any firm hold upon popular 
support must win through its own merits 
and not through the mistakes and short- 
comings of its antagonist. 


We have little doubt that the intelligent 
mass of Republican voters will be prepared 
to agree upon a platform if the opportunity 
is given them, and that they will unite in 
the support of candidates whom they are 
permitted to select. But leaders and man- 
agers cannot harmonize for them; the old 
machine cannot be so repaired as to bring 
Republican voters together in force. First 
of all, the essential principle of a full and 
free representation of party sentiment 
must be conceded. The motive power 
of regeneration must come from be- 
low and not from above. Officials 
of high and low degree must learn 
to keep their hands off and permit the peo- 
ple to act without coercion or manipulation. 
Existing committees and organizations, pres- 
ent office-holders and leaders, if they wish 
to promote party harmony, have simply to 
exert themselves to secure once more a full 
and free expression of the will of those 
voters whose political faith is Republican, 
regardless of any claims or pretensions of 
their own. There must be evolved from the 
ranks—and, of course, every honest and sin- 
cere politician now in public service must 
count himself in the ranks—a set of repre- 
sentative men who will be imbued with the 
demands of the time and capable of formu- 
lating the vital principles of party faith as 
applied to the practical questions in which 
the people take a living interest. 

Reorganization in this City will play a 
prominent part in all schemes of harmony be- 
tween now and the opening of the next State 
canvass, and it may serve to illustrate in the 
most emphatic manner the necessary condi- 
tions of the work in hand. A reorganiza- 
tion that shall keep the control in the same 
hands as at present will do no good. The 
retiring of present managers to the back- 
ground while their dummies act for them 
will effect noreform. All the rigid bounds 
of the present system must be thrown down 
and proper means devised for securing an ex- 

pression in primary meetings of the choice of 
all Republican voters who sce fit to take part 
in their proceedings. The original plan of the 
County Democracy may afford the sug- 
gestion of a practical means for bringing 
this about though it is capable af improve- 


ment. We have little faith in the disposi- 
tion of the present State and City Commit- 
tees to devise any plan which shall really 
effect the desired result, but there ought to 
be zeal enough in the Republican Party of 
the City not now represented in either com- 
mittee to carry out the work of reorganiza- 
tion. There ‘must be boldness and inde- 
pendence and energetic effort if the Repub- 
licans of the State are really to come up 
with renewed life and act with vigor and 
barmony. There is work to be done which 
the politicians cannot do, and if they are to 
help it must be by laying aside all designs 
except those calculated to evoke spon- 
taneous action proceeding from the mass 
of voters. 


AMENDING THE SUNDAY LAWS. 


A series of pernicious amendments to the 
Sunday clauses of the Penal Code was 
adopted by the Senate last week. These 
amendments have not been called for by 
the public, and are in no sense for the 
public interest, but have evidently been 
drawn up at the suggestion and for 
the benefit of a small class of the 
most esteemed and influential constituents 
of the Democratic Senators. For these 
reasons they were hurried through the Sen- 
ate, in'charge of Senator Grapy, at a speed 
which left no time for discussion or a proper 
understanding of their effect. This is the 
usual method of the present Democratic 
Senate with bad bills. The majority 
of that body is made up. of 
gentlemen who have a hearty contempt 
for the opinion of the people at large, and 
they take good care that measures devised 
in the interests of their friends suffer noth- 
ing from undue publicity. The act amend- 
ing the Penal Code, which makes the Sun- 
day clauses more liberal in directions where 
liberality was not called for, was reported 
to the Assembly on Thursday and was zeal- 
ously supported in that body by Mr. ‘*Tr’’ 
CAMPBELL, who urged its third reading 
without reference to the Judiciary Commit- 
tee. Tne Assembly wisely refused to assent 
to such a hasty proceeding, and referred the 
bill to that committee, with instructions to 
report to-morrow. 

Sensible people in New-York would be 
well content to leave the Penal Code as it 
stands, trusting to wise judicial interpreta- 
tion as a sufficient remedy for the annoy- 
ances caused by the folly and too great 
zeal of those responsible for its enforcement 
during the first month after it went 
into operation. Already the decisions of 
Judge ARNoux have proved that when 
properly interpreted the Code furnishes a 
very satisfactory Sunday law, neither 
too lax for the approval of Christian people, 
nor so Puritanically rigid as to wrongfully 
oppress the less devout. To Senator Grapy 
and Assemblyman ‘‘Tim’’ CAMPBELL, how- 
ever, the Sunday clauses are not acceptable. 
The amendments they are advocating at 
Albany, while embodying some verbal im- 
provements of the present law, contain 
several provisions which public opinion will 
not sanction. Taking them in their order, 
the first change which will attract attention 
is the striking out of the word ‘“‘fishing’’ 
from the sports and recreations forbidden by 
section 265 of the Code. As it now stands 
that section prohibits ‘‘all shooting, hunt- 
ing, fishing, playing, horse-racing, gaming,”’ 
&c., on Sunday. Noone will seriously con- 
tend that this isa proper alteration of the 
law. If shooting and bunting are to remain 
under ban there is no reason why fishing 
should be allowed. 


Section 267 of the Code, which now per- 
mits the sale of ‘‘meats, milk, and fish’’ 
up to 90’clock in the morning, and of drugs, 
medicines, and surgical appliances at any 
time of day, has been so altered in the bill 
passed by the Senate as to destroy in a large 
measure the value and efficiency of the ex- 
isting Sunday laws, which, as interpreted, 
are abundantly liberal for the public con- 
venience, yet serve to prevent un- 
necessary Sunday traffic. As it appears 
in Senator Grapy’s amending bill, 
this section prohibits the sale of any 
property or commodities on the first 
day of the week, ‘‘except that articles of 
food and prepared tobacco in places other 
than where liquor is sold may be sold and 
supplied, and orders fer floral decorations 
may be executed, and newspapers, drugs, 
medicines, and surgical appliances may be 
sold ina quiet and orderly manner at any 
time of the day.’”’ This proposal to give 
the protection of the law to the sale 
of ‘‘ prepared tobacco in places other than 
where liquor is sold’’ will attract the inter- 
ested attention of all the dram-sellers of the 
meaner class. There is no more harmful 
variety of ‘‘sample-room”’ than that which 
seeks concealment in a back shop. Senator 
GrRaDy’s amendment of the Penal Code 
would open hundreds of saloons in the guise 
of cigar stores for the unrestricted sale of 
liquor allday Sunday. Unlicensed saloons 
of that class are already sufficiently numer- 
ous, but if we are to have such an addition 
to their number as this amendment would 
inevitably produce, we may as well remove 
all restrictions from the Sunday traffic in rum 
and put the gilded gin ‘* parlors’’ on a par 
with the Bowery ‘‘bucket shop’’ and 
‘“* Bruty’? McGuory’s unlicensed and undis- 
turbed den.

AN @LD-FASHIONED PULITICIAN. 


In the death of the late Trmorny O. 
Howe, lawyer, Judge, Senator, and Cabinet 
officer, has passed away one of the few re- 
maining politicians of the old school identi- 
fied with recent American history. The type 
of public man represented by Mr. Howe is 
rapidly disappearing from our public life, 
Senators Morton and CARPENTER and the 
late Witt1aM ALLEN, of Ohio, and Jesse 
D. Brient, of Indiana, being among those 
who have more recently departed, and ex- 
Senator Eaton, of Connecticut, and Sena- 
tor Logan, of Illinois, being living repre- 
sentatives of the class. Mr. Hews, al- 
though satisfied to be known as a radical of 
the radicals in all political matters relat- 
ing to the rights of man, was eminently 
conservative in his methods. Born in Maine, 
and passing his early manhood in communi- 
ties in which political ‘‘work’’ consisted 
largely of house-to-house visiting, canvass- 
ing, and pledging of individual voters, he 
could never fully divest himself of what 
may be called the personal idea in politics. 
It was difficult for him to consider men in 
large masses, except where men represented 
a solid voting power. His speeches and 
letters were, like his efforts, directed to indi- 
viduals—seldom to any pervading human 
sentiment. The truths that he handled and 
the illustrations that he employed were, for 
the most part, leveled directly at certain 
persons in his own circle of acquaintance, 
who, although they represented groups of 
men, were to him the Toms, Dicks, and 
Harrys of his neighborhood—the men upon 
whom his wit, humor, and logic were to be 
brought exclusively to bear. 


Politicians of his school, who have re- 
ceived their training in sparsely settled dis- 
tricts, where every man knows every resi- 
dent and every sojourner in five or six town- 
ships, can never be classed as statesmen of 
broad views. Their methods areas personal 
as their arguments. Individual leaders of 
public opinion are singled out for working 
upon, for reward and punishment, for polit- 
ical preferment, and for party discipline. 
Mr. Hows, like all men of his peculiar men- 
tal moid and education, was intolerant of 
political heresy. While he could permit, 
without much show of impatience, a wide 
divergence of views among his political as- 
sociates and followers, he brandished the ter- 
rors of party law over every infraction of 
party discipline. To him the old-fashioned 
methods in politics were best. It was 
his desire to see the civil service 
honestly and aptly administered, but 
he believed, with the clearest and most un- 
wavering sincerity, that one of the most im- 
portant functions of the Government was the 
distribution of patronage among those who 
have helped to place the members of the 
Government in power. He was one of those 
of whom Marcy said that ‘‘they see noth- 
ing wrong in the rule that to the victors be- 
long the spoils of the enemy.’”’ To Mr, 
Hower, who was naturally a gentle and 
kind-hearted man, political adversaries were 
literally ‘‘the enemy.’’ He was a good 
hater, as well as a tenacious friend. It 
irked him sorely to see men of a hos- 
tile political faith continued in of- 
fice when there existed any legitimate 
method for putting them out. With the 
new-fangled notions of civil service reform 
he had no patience. Precisely what that 
reformatory movement was he confessed his 
inability to understand. Its apostles he 
considered as gushing sentimentalists. 
Their arguments he stigmatized as ‘‘ vocifer- 
ous prate,”’ and he defied them to formulate 
the principles which they declared should 
be applied to a well-conducted civil service. 
These views, which Mr. Howe held in com- 
mon with most of the public men of his age 
and generation, sufficiently indicate the rules 
and methods which he took with him into 
politics. To these he adhered with an 
energy almost heroic, defending his posi- 
tion with frankness and candor. 

During eighteen years of service in the 
United States Senate, Mr. Howe, if he 
did not take rank as a great orator, did 
exhibit many of the striking characteristics 
of the school of publicists to which he be- 
He was a ready speaker, and he 
shone brightest when suddenly called to 
plunge into the thickest of a political debate. 
His dry humor, his biting sarcasm, and his 
all skillful weapons 
when a party exigency called him to the 
fray. Never accused of being a heavy- 
weight, his light artillery rattled and crackled 
about the ears of his antagonists, who were 
oftener dismayed than overcome. His voice 
was thin and rather high-pitched; his face

color. When he rose to speak in the Senate, 
even his most intimate associates could not 
form any notion of what he was about 
say. His habit of thought was 
capricious, even eccentric. Into the

that he is dead. The world of politics had 
moved on beyond him when he took a place 
in the Cabinet. He was no longer fitted for 
the later methods of politics. But up to 
the latest hour of his long life he strove 
manfully to do his whole duty. In his day 
he had done the State some service. And 
the solid virtues which he possessed can 
never go out of use.

MYSTERIOUSLY DISAPPEARED. 


In the midst of life we are in the midst 
of all sorts of things. This time-honored 
proverb is conspicuously illustrated by cer- 
tain statistics recently published concerning 
the secret society known as the Independent 
Order of Odd-fellows. It can be unhesi- 
tatingly said that more surprising, not to say 
appalling, statistics were never before pub- 
lished. They reveal a state of things that 
cannot fail to overwhelm every one with 
astonishment and horror. 


Between the years 1830 and 1880 there 
were initiated into the society of Odd-fel- 
lows 1,173,050 men, and in addition to these 
the actual membership of the society in 
1830 was 3,036. Between 1830 and 1880 
90,940 Odd-fellows died, 94,701 were ex- 
pelled, and 158,099 were suspended. The 
aggregate of these losses was 343,740. Now, 
if we deduct this number from the 1,178,086 
men who were members of the society be- 
tween 1830 and 1880, the remainder clearly 
ought to be the number of Odd-fellows 
connected with the society in 1880. 
But in that year a complete census 
of the society was made and its total 
membership was found to be 450,588, 
or 388,758 less than it ought to have been. 


No less than 383,758 members had disap- 


peared in fifty years. These missing mem- 
bers are not known to have died, and they 
certainly were neither expelled nor suspend- 
ed. What, then, has become of them? 
This is a mystery profound and terrible. 
Figures cannot lie, though they may occa- 
sionally make mistakes in connection with 
elections. There can be no doubt that an 
average number of 7,675 Odd-fellows and 
16-100 of an Odd-fellow mysteriously 
disappear each year. In the face of a 
fact like this we may well tremble for 
the future of a country where 7,657 16-100 
human beings vanish every year without 
leaving the slightest trace behind them. 


Of course it is possible to account for the 
disappearance of a few of the missing Odd- 
fellows. For example, we may suppose 
that 50,000—which is certainly a very 
large number—of the missing 883,758 
were bank cashiers or officers of insurance 
companies. Naturally these men had rea- 
sons for disappearing quietly and without 
leaving behind them any clue which could 
benefit the Police. We may also suppose 
that another ten thousand Odd-fellows went 
on shooting expeditions in the Long Island 
woods in company with the German sports- 
men who are daily met in the railway cars 
armed with guns which they acci- 
dentally but constantly point at their 
fellow-travelers. Of course, the German 
friends of these missing Odd-fellows 
did not indulge in any unnecessary 
talk about the affair, and in most cases the 
bodies of the Odd-fellows when found were 
not in a condition to be identified. Then 
we may imagine that, 5,000 Odd-fel- 
lows have disappeared in the usual way 
in which men mysteriously disappear; that 
is to say, they have 
robbed, and thrown into theriver. There 
still remains 318,758 missing Odd-fellows to 
be accounted for. The only supposition in 
regard to their fate which is in the least de- 
gree probable is that they have one and all 
been foully murdered in consequence of their 
connection with Odd-fellowship. 

Why should a man’s life be endangered, 
as it unquestionably is, by joining the Odd- 
fellows? No Odd-fellow is obliged to read the 
so-called literature of the society, the speeches 
of the Grand Sires and other officers, or the 
essays and poetry written by enthusiastic 
Odd-fellows. It may be a dull and tedious 
task to attend an Odd-fellows’ lodge, but 
there is no reason to believe that it is fatal. 
It will not do to say that 318,758 Odd-fel- 
lows have been accidentally killed during 
the process of initiation, for accidents of 
that nature have never occurred, and, more- 
over, every Odd-fellow initiated during the 
last fifty years is positively known either to 
have borrowed money of a fellow-member 
or to have wanted him to take something— 
facts which demonstrate that every member 
has survived the ordeal of initiation. We 
must therefore look outside of the sacred 
circle of Odd-fellowship for the cause of 
the disappearance of so many Odd-fellows. 

There is, as is generally known, an Anti- 
Secret Society party in this country. It 
holds its conventions, publishes alarming 
pamphlets, and nominates and votes for its

United States and many Federal and State 
| offices. The members of this party 
fully convinced that the Freemasons and 
the Odd-fellows are bloodthirsty conspira- 
tors aiming at the destruction of govern-

It is needless to say that the publication 
of these statistics is not designed to injure 
Odd-fellowship. Nevertheless, it can hardly 
fail to }ave that effect, for what prudent 
man will venture to join a society with the 
knowledge that an early and mysterious dis- 
appearance will, in all probability, be his 
fate. . 

An animated discussion sprang up in the 
Assembly last evening over the attempt by 
the Democratic managers to rush through 
several measures of more than doubtful 
merit without giving the minority 
a@ chance to examine them. Do 
the Democratic leaders read 
newspapers of their own party, and if 
they do, do they regard these journals as 
knowing anything about the opinions of the 
voters, Democratic or independent ? If so, 
they must know that they are paving 
the way to an overthow as sud- 
den and complete, but not as 
unexpected, as was their advent to power 
last Fall. Their conduct justifies the in- 
ference that they knew from’ the first. that 
their probable lease of power was very short, 
and that they meant to make the most 
of it, whatever might follow. It would be 
absurd to suppose that the Democratic lead- 
ers think that with the proceeds of the grab 
game in which they are now engaged they 
can buy from the voters a renewal of confi- 
dence; it is more likely that they intend to 


grasp all they can and pocket all they grasp.

Something has at last been done toward 
checking fraudulent practices at elections in this 
City. After four years of effort to avoid the pen- 
alties imposed upon them in the Court of Oyer and 
Terminer, two men, who committed an outrage 
upon every voter because they believed that the 
persons in whose behalf they acted ceuld and 
would protect them from punishment for it, have 
gone to State prison. It has been said by their 
friends that they were not as guilty as other per- 
sons were; that they were tried and convicted be- 
cause, as Inspectors of Eleetion, they returned as 
true figures that had been falsified by others, and 
that they did not deserve imprisonment for the 
reason that they were not the original factors of 
the fraud. This is good logic for men who have 
no decided aversion to election frauds, but it isa 
decidedly poor reason for public sympathy with 
WasHineton E. Hartt and Tomas Botann. 
If, they did not change figures in order 
to have Greorce Hatt put into the place 
in the Board of Aldermen to which 
Jacon A. Hatzet was elected they adopted the 
fraud and gave life to it, and, therefore, deserved 
punishment. Andthat punishment should rather 
have been increased than diminished for their re- 
fuss] to make known the instigators of their acts. 
On the East Side of this City, where Harr and 
BotanD have belonged, many outrages have been 
committed at election times, and, until now, no- 
body has been punished for them. The fate of 
these men should have a restraining influence in 
the future. To add to its effect, the two other In- 
spectors of Election and the two Poll Clerks who 
were indicted with Hari and Boranp should be 
treated similarly to them.

The uses of electric force are rapidly be- 
coming multiplied and diversified, and the applica- 
tion of this power to the most ordinary and famil- 
iar machinery, at low cost, seems to be onlya 
question of time. The results of Mr. Darr’s ex- 
periments at Greenville, N, J., described this morn- 
ing in Tue Troes, are of great importanee to all 
who are directly interested in street railways, as 
well as to the public. A motor possessing the qual- 
ities aseribed te this one, which occupies so little 
space, which is so simple in construction, which is 
so completely under control, and which costs so 
little money, cannot fail to work a revolution in 
methods of transportation upon iren or sted rails, 
where the weight to be carried is limited toa few 
tons. Managers of street railways are thrifty per- 
sens, who will not be prevented by conservative 
tendencies from taking advantage of a motor 
which requires no stable and will inerease yearly 
dividends. The practical tests soon to be made by 
Mr. Darr upon the street lines of Newark 
will undoubtedly receive the attention of these 
gentlemen. It appears that this motor can be 
applied to a street rallway without requiring any 
change of the street plant, and that upon longer 
railways the interval between dynamos may be 25 
miles. The tests made upon street lines may be 
peculiarly important because of the indications 
afforded as te the praeticability of using this force 
to propel heavy trains now drawn by steam. In 
the light of sueh developments as these, experi- 
ments with compressed air must be forgotten, and 
the Keely motor must soon cease to interest even 
the deluded stockholders who have spent their 
money upon it. ‘

monuments as Lord Brron, whose short and fitful 
life, when he died, had already been filled with 
misfortune? Dying in Greece, the most cele- 
brated Englishman of his time and century, as 
GoxTHE said of him, his remains were taken home, 
and not only were they denied a burial in the 
Abbey, but even the statue of him which Txor- 
WALDSEN had made in Rome was denied admission 
te the national mausoleum. MHenee, the remains 
were slowly conveyed from their short resting- 
place ina London house northward to the family 
yault in Hucknall Tarkard Church, Nottingham- 
shire, and the statue had to seek shelter at Cam- 
bridge.

Above that minimum wages and the 
cost of living fluctuate quite independently. If, 
then, the cost of necessaries increases, the labore; 
must increase his work or decrease his spending 
and comforts, for wages will not rise in propertiog 
to the increased cost of living. That js to say, the 
price of food depends upon the ratio of supply ta 
demand, and, similarly, Wages are high or low in 
proportion as labor is scarce or plenty. If, then, 
food is scarce and dear te the extent of a famine, 
laborers will be unable to bargain with their em- 
Ployers, but must take what they can get, and 
wages will decrease as the cost of living increases. 
This is a land of abundance. There is here a con- 
siderable margin between the wages current and 
the mere cost of existenee. That is because land 
is plenty and laborers relatively searce, and any 
Wwage-earner who finds he is not earning a living 
can go West and geta farm. Wages are high be 
cause the products of labor are abundant. That is 
something quite independent of protection, ang 
will eontinue until population presses upon the 
means of subsistence. But, on the other hand, 
protection does increase the cost of living as cer. 
tainly as a duty adds to the price of an import. 
The beauties of proteetion from the laborer’s poing 
of view are not very obvious.

LETTER FROM EX-JUDGE PLATT POTTER. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

I notice in an article in THe Tres of this 
day, from a correspondent of this place, that the 
responsibility for the provisions of the bill now 
pending in the Legislature in relation to the Trus- 
tees of Union College is cast upon two memben 
of the board, who are therein distinguished as 
being “savagely attacked” last year by a relative 
of the President. This allusion, it is well known 
here, includes myself. I aecept it. Ideem it my 
duty, however, to say that until reading the Znen- 
ing Journal last evening containing the notice 
of the bill I did not know and I had not heard 
that any such measure was pending or was 
intended. I neither advised it nor had f 
beer consulted in relation to such measure. 
I do not intend, however, to say the bill iz 
objectionable. On the contrary, certain features 
of the bill are desirable. To have six Trustees of 
an educational institution, who, by reason of other 
and varied trusts to execute. are unable to per 
form the duties of this. makes them worse thar 
useless; they beeome hindrances in the execution 
of the popular will of the body that requires that 
their action be controlied by a majority of the 
whole. In théir request to be discharged from 4 
duty they cannot perform, they but det in the spirit 
of the ageand of popular government. The origina] 
aet of making State officers ex officio Trustees elect. 
ed by tne people was the early policy of Dr. Nott, 
who desired to relieve against the ideaof close 
corporations electing their own successors, a policy 
then and now still more against the popular senti- 
ment of the age; but alsoto interest the State in 
this matter in favor of educational interests. In 
the earlier days these offieers were not only able 
by reason of having the time to act, but the records 
of the college show the most efficient performance 
of duties by such ex officio officers as William L. 
Maroy, Silas Wright, and John A. Dix, and of 
Azariah C. Flagg. William F. Allen, and 
Lucius Robinson, Controtlers. I am _ fas 
from intending any censure, expressed of 
implied, against the present ex officio Trustees 
whose duties as . Trustees are equally demanded 
elsewhere, and who in the integrity of their hearts 
desire to pe discharged from a trust which they 
are unable to perform. Imake no point against 
the previsions of the bill that the Alumni should 
choose the successors of the ex efficio Trustees ta 
be discharged. I see so serious objection 
to it if it can be legally done. Who can 
be. found that have a greater interest in 
the prosperity of the college than its Alumni! 
I have a most radical objection that the elose 
corporation, the 15 Trustees now thus ehoser, 
shall also appoint the successors. It is sensa- 
tional nonsense to raise acry of alarm to defeat 
common-sense legislation. It is sensational bum- 
bug to ery out that Union Collage will be ruined 
if the law shall be ehanged so as to elect Trustees 
out of the family. After devoted services as a 
Trustee for 15 years, I feel no alarm for the inter- 
ests of the institution by a reasonable change of 
the law ef election of Trusteés.

TRYING TO BREAK GOV. WASHBURNS

MILWAUKEE, March 26.—The guardian of 
the widow of the late Gov. C. C. Washburn began 
proeeedings in the Probate Court of Hennepiu 
County, Minn., to get possession of her share of the 
property of the deceased inthatestate.

GRABBING PUBLIC OFFICES 


‘THE ASSEMBLY MAJORITY SEIZING 
EVERYTAING. 

“RYING TO APPLY THE GAG AGAIN—A LIVE- 
LY DISCUSSION—-AN UNFAIR DECISION— 
THE FREEDOM OF WORSHIP BILL. 

Aupany, March 26.—The Republican 
minority in the Assembly startled the Democrats 
and somewhat astonished Itself to-night by find- 
ing its legs and standing up to secure the 
rights to whieh it is entitled. The fiat 
bas gone forth in the Democratic 
eamp that the partisan measures are to be jumpped 
along as fast as possible in the interest of an early 

pajournment. The camp-followers, who have a 

jot of corrupt.schemes to get through, believe 

they see an opportunity in the hurry and bustle of 
the clesing hours of the session. Realizing the ne- 
oessity of securing good legislation if possible, the 
minority appears to have gone to work zealously to 
scrutinize the proceedings and several objectiona- 
ble schemes were scotched by its efferts to-night. 
The Democrats. on the other hand, have sounded 
the alarm, and declared that no bill eham- 
pioned by a Republican, no matter how 
inoffensive, shall be progressed in the 
firection of the Executive Chamber—Mr. Poucher 
pad one of these pariisan schemes which his party 
bad determined to drive through with the 
gag. He moved to make it the special 
order of the evening, and in the absence 


of Republicans was enabled to secure the neces- 
sary two-thirds vote. The Heuse immediately 
went into Committee of the Whole upon it, and 
the Speaker placed Mr. O’Connor, of Chemung, in 
the chair. 

Messrs. House and Hunt demanded an explana- 
tion of the objects of the bill, and Mr. Poucher 
paid it was a good measure, giving the 
Governor power to fill offices becoming 
Vacant, such «as the ofiices of Bank and 
Insarance Superintendent and Port Warden, 
and the Senate to confirm his appointments before 
the offices became vacant.

There wasa cry of 
indignation from the minority at the unfairness 
of this decision. The Speaker, meanwhile, had 
summoned Col. Murphy to the chair to do 
ihe partisan work which he declined to shoulder. 
Dol. Murphy overruled ail points, received the 
*eport of arogress from the Chemung partisan, and 
the Speaker immediately resumed his chair to ex- 
pedite the remuiniag part of the scheme, and that 
was the moving of the bill to a third reading. 
Messrs. Hunt and Howe voted in the affirma- 
tive, and in that way secured an opportunity 
to move to reeonsider that vote, and thus insure the |

Mr. Hunt pointed 
put that this bill had never been properly before 
the Judiciary Committee, but had been smuggled 
intro the House in violation of all the rules, and of 
Gecency as well. The bill was part and parcel of 
the general Democrati¢ scheme for “ moving for- 
ward” and grabbing the public offices. If it 
was such a good bill, he asked, 
was there such an extraordinary desire to apply 
the gag and cut off discussion upon it!

It not just and fair that the trial should take place 
where the party libeled was known, instead of for 
him to go abroad among strangers, because their 
type containing the libel was set up there 
They all argued that the law, as amended by 
Mr. Koch’s bill, was just and fair, and that the 
vote ought not to be reconsidered.

TYRANNY OF A DICTAIOR. 


AN AMERICAN CONSUL IN EQUADOR INSULT- 
ED—A PLUCKY ITALIAN CAPTAIN. 

Panama, March 17.—Dictator Vintimilla 
continues in hot water in Guayaquil. Signor Al- 
cides Destruge is Consul at the port forthe United 
States of America, for the Kingdom of Italy, and 
for Venezuela, He had received official communi- 
cation that fighting would soon occurin the Los 
Rios Province. so he asked forasafe conduct for 
the Secretary of the Italian Consulate to proceed 
there and warn foreigners that their lives and 
property might be imperilled. This suggestion 
was considered an insult, and Mr. Destruge was in- 
formed that. he was considered an enemy of the 
Government, and that consequently the Supreme 
Chief had had the exequatur of each of his consu- 
lar patents canceled. Mr. Destruge then appealed 


to the Captain of the Jialian man-of-war Caraecio- 
lo, which was at anchor in the river at the 
time, who at once informed the Govern- 
ment that he considered himself bound to 
assume the responsibility of representing 
his country. This communication resulted 
in Capt. Amezaga being informed that when he 
presented his credentials he would be recognizec 
as Consul, Capt, Amezaga was temporarily satis- 
fied with this answer. but a few days afterward he 
learned that an Italian subject named Antonio 
Arrata bad been seized tor having purchased some 
cartridges from a soldier, carried to one of the 
barracks, and there tortured in order to compel 
him to eonfess. Capt. Amezaga at once demanded 
information on the point, and requested that those 
implicated in this criminal proceeding should be 
tried tor having ‘“‘revertea to the usages of bar- 
baric times.” Sefor Carbo then answered that 
the man had been mistaken for an Equadorian— 
this in palitation of the torture applied—that he 
had been placed at liberty, and that trial would 
take place, and the offenders punished if it 
proved true that Arrata had been tortured. On 
the following day measures were taken to 
prevent foreigners suffering should rioting break 
out in the city, and all nationalities were informed 
that refuge would be afforded on board the Carac- 
ciolo. The English Consul also reported that that 
vessel would protect his fellow-subdjects. Shortly 
afterward the English Consul entered a protest 
against the seizure of chronometers, sails, &c., 
from the English vessel Mysterious Star. by the 
Equadorian steamer Huacho, and the return of the 
articles was ordered and redress promised. 

Much alarm exists in Guayaquil, and all the citi- 
zens unite in declaring that rioting was prevented 
solely by the presence of an Italian and an Eng- 
lish man-of-war. The Captains of both vessels 
acted together, but as the Italian was in the first 
plaee the more directly involved, on him fell the 
bulk of the diseussion. It is probable that the 
revolutionary troops will enter the city without a 
struggle. At Jatest dates they were in its close 
vicinity. Publis opinion is strengly pronounced 
against the Dictater, who declares he will hold out 
at all hazards, even if the destruction of the town 
should follow.

A PROTEST FROM CALDERON. 


THE PRISONER OF THE CHILIANS SAYS HE 
ONCE NEARLY MADE PEACE. 

PaNnaMA, March 17.—Dr. Francisco Garcia 
Calderon, who is a prisoner in Chili, has addressed 
along note to Dr. Logan, in which he ebjects to 
the dispatch addressed by the latter to Admiral 
Montero and objects to its having been given pub- 
licity. Dr. Calderon informs the public, for the 
first time, that he was once on the verge of mak- 
ing peace, but failed to do so owing to the Chilians 
augmenting their demands. The following are the 
more interesting paragraphs of this document: 


“ I must express the painful effect your communi- 
cation to Admiral Montero has made upon me. It 
is true there is nothing in it which you have. not 
said in our different conferences, and undonbtedly 
the letter contains mueh less than you have said. 
But you will understand that in discussion many 
things may be said whieh cannot be consigned to pa- 
per. So that, had you censulted me as to the terms 
of your letter to Gen. Montero, I should have 
begged you to have modified them, and especially 
that you should have stated therein that at the end 
of October last you gave me the ultimatum of the 
Chilian Government, that I accepted it, and that, 
if peace was not then made, it was because the 
Government subsequently modified its own condi- 
tions and rendered them more onerous. This fact 
you pass over by saying: ‘I have proposed vari- 
ous measures in order to conciliate the opinions of 
both parties, and there wasatime at which I be- 
Heved. my efforts would prove successful. For 
reasons unneeessary now to record, al! my plans 
have faiied.’” 

The condition ot affairs in Peru continues un- 
altered; but as the Chilians have released several 
of their more important prisoners, who have re- 
turned to Peru to advocate peace, the prospects of 
action in this respect continue to improve. 

The last aspiraat to power was aman named 
Puga, who, im the far interior of Chota, dubbed 
himself ‘“*Arbitrating Umpire of Peru.” Iglesias 
marched against him and in a severe fight defeated 
the “ Arbitrating Umpire,”’ wbo has not since been 
heard of. He must be somewhere in the Amazon 
regions. 

A fire is reported to have occurred at Iquique on 
the 10th inst., but no particulars are to hand. That 
town has frequently suffered from extensive con- 
flagratijons. It is built of wood and is supplied 
with water by distillation or by steamers which 
carry it there from Arica and other points. 

The destruction by fire, on the night of the 15th 
inst., of the old theatre in Lima removes one of the 
most ancient edifices in the city at the same time 
that it causes heavy lossto the owners of it and 
the buildings which were burned with it. 

The auarrel between Brazil and the Argentine 
Republic seems to have become more serious. 
The real point in dispute is as to who sha!l appro- 
priate Uruguay. 


AT BARNUM’S CIROUS. 


MADISON-8QUARE GARDEN CROWDED WITH 
DELIGHTED SPECTATORS. 

Crush hats, such as the beaus wear at the 
opera, sat upon the heads of the minions who 
belped the riders onto their horses and held 
the paper baloons for them to turn 
somersaults through in Barnum’s circus at 
the Madison-Square Garden last night. Their 
forms were incased in long, elosely fit- 
ting, and  sedate-looding dark-blue_ coats, 
and upon their feet were high patent- 
leather boots. The clowns wore swallow- 
tail coats and banged their hair and 
the ring-masters were attired in sober black, with 
high chokers. Mr. Barnum occupied a box 
perched over the entranee to the hippodrome, 
where he could see the crowds and his great 
moral and highly e#sthetic show at the 


same time. Beside him were his wife and the 
Rey. Robert Collyer and his wife, who were 
his guests. The garden has a seating eapaecity 
of 8,500, and every scat was taken. At the 
opening performance in the afternoon people 
were turned away. Mr. Barnum rubbed his hands 
together to express his satisfaction, and said 
it was the first time in his experience 
that the house was even fuli at the first per- 
formance. The first day’s business was generally 
about the poorest. When J. L. Hitchcock counted 
up the proceeds at night he said they amounted to 
$2,700 more than the first cay’s last year. 
Amid the music of sounding brass and 
tinkling cymbals, to say nothing of hoarse 
horns asd sonorous drums. a glittering cavalcade 
wound about the Garden. This was the granada 
entrée. The animals one by one came out 
from the caverns in royal purple and gold 
and sparkling gems. The menials on the drome- 
daries proudly waved elaborately wrought ban- 
ners and devices. When the pageant had disap- 
peared Jumbo came forth in all his modern 
magnificence with a troep of children 
on his _ back. At his heels was the 
baby elephant, and at his side a trainer in 
full evening dress. Following was a band 
of Sioux Indians and cowboys from the 
plains. Then came _ the _ curiosities from 
the museum. There were the giant and the 
bearded lady, the long-haired wonder, and the fat 
boy, the female white Moor, and the tattooed 
man, and bringing up the rear was the Hindu 
serpent sorceress with a necklace ef snakes.

THE REV. FREDERICK A. THAYER. 

The Congregational Church has lost one of 
its most earnest, thoughtful, and ambitious 
young clergymen in the death of the Rev. 
Frederick A. Thayer. A few months ago he 
was called to a position in which he would 
undoubtedly have made himself a_ distin- 
guished name—the pastorate vacated by the 
Rev. Herman Smyth at Quincy, Ill. He had begun 
his work full of courage, hepeful, and with the 
most flattering prospects. The first fraits of his 
success were gathered. Already he had lifted his 
church to a condition of prosperity and strength. 
Perhaps too mueh of his own strength 
and vitality were consumed in the task, 
for on Sunday he succumb&d, after a brief 
illness, to an attack of typhoid fevor. Mr. Thayer 
had just entered his thirty-third year. He was 
born in 1850, at New-Ipswich, N. H., where his 
He received a preparatory 


| education at the New-Ipswich Academy, and in 


sonorous | 


1870 entered the Sophomore Class at Dartmouth 
College, graduating in 1873. For a few months 
following his graduation he engaged in 
the publication of a weekly paper founded and 
managed by himself, called the Anvil, which, de- 
voting itself not only to college but to town affairs, 
gained a considerable circulation in Hanover and 
its vicinity. In the Autumn of the year 1873 he 


came to New-York and entered the field 
of daily journalism, securing a place upon 
the 7ribune. He remained with that 
paper until the Winter of 1875, when he 
entered the service of Tue Times. The position 
he filled in the office was one of difficulty and re- 
sponsibility. In the discharge of his duties he 
gave undoubted evidence of the possession of those 
rare qualities and habits of mind which are essen- 
tial to success in the work of making newspapers. 
Of his entire faithfulness and devotion to his pro- 
fession there could be no question, nor of 
his fitness for it. Yet it was not what 
he had marked out for himself as his life work. 
The ministry had been the goal of all his studies 
and all his labors. He had made considerable ad- 
vancement in the special studies of the theological 
course when, in the Spring of 1878, he resigned 
his position in the office of THe Times to 
enter the seminary at Bangor, Me. He re- 
mained there a year, and completed his 
studies at the Andover Seminary. He accepted 
soon after, acallto the Congregational Church of 
Westboro, Mass., where he remained for a year and 
ahbalf. His work at Westboro was successful, and 
entirely satisfactory to hischurch. If it was less 
so to himself it was because of ambitions, for the 
gratification of which the Westboro pastorate was 
ill-suited. Mr. Thayer felt that he was fitted fora 
creative work in the Church. He found his West- 
boro congregation a tolerably fixed and conserva- 
tive body, already large, prosperous, and well 
satisfied, as it had good reason to be, with its 
standing and achievements. The desire for a 
newer field, where he might do a work of building 
up and find room for his untried energies, led him 
to seek a Western pastorate. 

The call to Newman Smyth’s church in 
Quincy eame to hima year ago in ejrcumstances 
which left no doubt as tothe hearty desire of the 
people of the church to secure him as their Pastor. 
Bat an examining council found the candidate 
not entirely orthodox. Mr. Thayer had read 
and interpreted the Scriptures according to 
the light of his own acute mind. 
Upon certain points he reserved the right of inde- 
pendent conviction and expression, his views be- 
ing, as was stated, rather intellectual than Scrip- 
tural. He was found in disagreement with the ac- 
cepted creed upon these points: The inspiration 
and validity of all parts of the Bible; the nature 
and necessity of Christ's atonement, and the end- 
lessness of future punishment and the limit of pro- 
bation to this life. Upon the —- of installa- 
tion the counell was evenly divided—7 to7, two 
members being excused from voting. The instal- 
lation was postponed. In a statement to his 
ehurch on June 12, Mr. Thayer defined his posi- 
tion as being in no sense heretical. He  be- 
lieved in inspiration, in atonement, and in future 
gran peared but he elaimed the right to give 

is understanding of these truths from the Bible 
itself instead of from the theories which others 
had formed. The committee of his ehurch voted 
unanimously in favor of calling a larger 
couneil, and the church itself sustained 
Mr. Thayer with a unanimity and enthusi- 
asm which left no doubt about his personal 
pepularity. When the second council met in Sep- 
tember—the largest Congregational Council ever 
convened in the West—the objection to his inde- 
pendent views were overcome, and he wasinstalled. 
In the few months of his pastorate he did an 
extraordinary work for the Quincey church, 
clearing off a debt of $10,000 ard raising 
money enough to build a parsonage. The 
character of his ministrations may be further 
judged from the fact that he increased the mem- 
bership from 800 to 750. It is. as we have said, a 
great loss to the Congregational Church to be de- 
prived of this young, progressive, and brilliant 
man, who seemed destined by his ability, courage, 
independence, and his self-sustaining mind to take 
a high place in the ranks of its eminent clergymen. 
Mr. Thayer leaves a wife and two young children. 
Mr. Stephen H. Thayer, of the banking nrm of 
Stout & Thayer, No. 88 Broad-street, is his brother, 
and one of his sisters is the wife of Mr. E. A. Law- 
rence, of the University Publisping Company. 


MAJOR FRANKLIN HARWOOD. 
Major Franklin Harwood, of the Corps of 
Engineers, United States Army, died suddenly in 
Young's Hotel, Boston, between Sunday evening 
and yesterday morning. dis lifeless body was 
found lying across his bed early yesterday morning, 


and an examination by a physician elicited the 
opinion that he died of congestion of the brain. He 
was born in Rhode Island about 1840, and was the 
son of Commodore Harwood, of the United States 
Navy. He entered the Military Academy at West 
Point July 1, 1856, as a Cadet, and was graduated 
May 6, 18€1. He was appointed Second Lieutenant 
inthe Third Artillery, and within a fortnight was 
promoted to be First Lieutenant. He served in 
various capacities during the war of the rebellion. 
He was attached to the defense cerps in Washing- 
ton for several months, and did duty on the coast 
of California and in Arizona during the first half of 
1862. He was transferred to the Topographical En- 
gineers July 24. 1862, and to the Corps of Engi- 
neers March 3, 1863. He was assistant in the Topo- 
graphical Bureau at Washington for about a month 
and then was appointed Chief Topographical 
Engineer. On March 3, 1863, he was made As- 
sistant Engineer of the Department. of 
the Gulf and participated in several 
important engagements. including the Teche cam- 
paign, Irish Bend, and the siege of Port Hudson. 
lil health compelled Lieut. Harwood to retire from 
active service fora while. He was promoted toa 
Captaincy in June 1863, and from Aug. 29, 1863, to 
June 20, 1864, he was at the Military Academy as 
Assistant Professor of Natural and Experimental 
Philosophy. Capt. Harwood was attached to the 
Ninth Corps as an Assistant Engineer in the latter 
part of June, 1864, and commanded 4n engineer 
company and subseqently a battalion in the Army 
of the Potomac during the Richmond campaizn. 
He served in tne siege of Petersburg, and was bre- 
vetted a Major Aug. 1, 1864, for gallant and meri- 
torious services. He also took part in the combat 
at Peebles’s Farm, skirmishes near Hatcher's Rua, 
and the combat near Dabrey’s Mill. Helacted as 
aide-de-camp to Major-Gen. Meade daring the last 
10 months of the war, and was made a brevet 
Lieutenant-Colonel for meritorious services during 
the operations resulting in the fail of Richmond 
and the surrender of Gen. Lee’s army. He was in 
command of a company at Willet’s Point, N. Y., 
from June, 1865, to April, 1867, and served as Assist- 
ant Engineer inthe repairs of Fort Schuyler, New- 
York, and Fert Porter, Buffalo. He was on licht- 
house duty from 1874 to 1877, harbor improvements 
in Michigan between 1877 and 1882, and recently 


| has been engaged in Massachusetts as directing en- 


gineerin river and harbor improvements. Major 
Harwood was married, and was an amiable and 
popular member of society. He was not onlya 
competent and honorable officer. but was a man of 
scholarly attainments.

AMBROSE K. STRIKER. 
Ambrose K. Striker, the representative of 
one of the oldest New-York families, died of apo- 
plexy early yesterday morning at the old Striker 
homestead, in Striker’s-lane, at Eleventh-avenue 
and Fifty-second-street.

ELECTRIC MOTORS ON THE TRACK. 
EXPERIMENTS AT GREENVILLE WITH MBE. 
DAFT’S NEW APPLIANCES. 
Passengers on the Newark and New-York 


Railroad have at times during the past few weeks 
caught occasional glimpses in the distance of an 
electric motor spicing along on a private track 
near Greenville. The motor in question is one 
which Leo Daft, the electrician of the Daft Elec- 
tric Light Company, has been experimenting with 
for the last eight months, and which he now 
claims to work with satisfaction both as regards 
power attained, simplicity of construction, and, 


most important of all, the matter of cost. Already 
Mr. Daft’s little electric railroad has been visited 
by well-known railroad officers and men, who have 
expressed themselves as much pleased with the 
working of the motor. Among the raijroads 
whose representatives have ridden on the road 
are the Pennsylvania, New-Jersey Central, 
Erie, and many Western roads. Mr. Daft 
is new especially considering the question of the 
introduction of the electric metors upon street 
railroads, and acompany has been organized at 
Newark under the name of the Daft Electric Motor 
Company, with a capital of $500,000,to manufac- 
ture motors for this poses. It ia proposed by 
this company to experiment with the metors on 
some of the Newark street roads immediately, 
rrith a view to their permanent use, and as soon as 
two of the metors can be constructed for this pur- 
pose they will be placed onthe road. Mr. Daft has 
received an application to furnish the eleyaved 
road at Coney Island by the ist of June with 
motors, but mo comtract has beer made as yet, and 
the road probably could not be equip for the 
pu ~ re July. a _ has also been ne- 
gotiating with persons cago. 

The railroad at the Daft Electric Light Works, 
at Greenville is about one-eighth of a mile in 
length, with one very sharp curve and with a 
heavy grade, and is laid as an ordinary steam 

track, The electricity is generated 
by a powerful dynamo machine, which is also 
one of Mr. Daft’s own construction. It 
is earried to the rails, through which it 
runs, a perfectly harmless current. The motor 
consists of a simple pair of trucks as a basis. 
Under a platform above the trucks the electrical 
appliances for regulating the motorare placed, and 
occupy so small a place that they are hardly 
noticeuble. By a small lever the motor is regulated 
in speed and the brake is puton. There is another 
small lever attachment by turning which the 
weight of the motor is practically increased, so as 
to give the adhesive power necessary in heavy 
grades, and by which a grado of 40 degrees can be 
kaseended. A Timrs reporter, on entering the yard 
in which the railroad is placed, nearly stumbled 
over a little motor which rested on the rails, and 
which weighed only 450 pounds. The same little 
motor afterward drew a five-tom car at as 
high a rate of speed as the traek would 
allow. Other motors, adapted especially for 
a high rate of speed, spun around tke 
track with a load of seven persons so fast as al- 
most to take the breath away from those aboard 
and send hats flying to the rear. The motor was 
under full control and could be regulated by a 
child of 8 years. In fact, the brake apparatus was 
so simple that one gentleman, experimenting by 
himself and forgetting all about the. probable re- 
sult of not paying attention to the lever, was 
somewhat surprised to find himself sprawling on 
the ground and the motor trying to plow through 
a bumper at the end of the road. For his elec- 
tric light works, Mr. Daft gets his power 
from a 50-horse power steam eng:ne, which also 
rans the dynamos furnishing the current for the 
electric motors. In regard to the cost of running 
cars by electricity, Mr. Daft claimed that he could 
regain 75 per cent. of the energy exerted from the 
steam engine in running the dynamo, and that he 
could run the motors 40.per cent. cheaper than by 
steam. He proposes, he continued, to divide the 
line of track upon whieh the electric motor shall 
run into stations of 25 miles, ateach station being 
adynamo of the necessary power. On street rail- 
ways a more favorable showing could be made. 
The cost of the motor itself would be small in 
comparison with steam engines, and there would 
be no need of relaying or changing the present 
tracks of the street railways and no third rail 
would be needed. The loss of electricity in the 
system was very small and only appreciable by 
delicate instraments. Any number of motors can 
be run independently on the same track. 

Mr. Daft is a graduate of London University, and 
has been working in a quiet way in this country, 
not wishing to make public the result of his experi- 
ments until practical results could be attained. 
The company known as the Daft Electrie Light 
Company has as its officers: President—W. G. Per- 
ris: Secretary—J. L. Chapin: Treasurer and Gen- 
eral Manager—H. M. Hawkesworth. 
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JUSTICE WHITE'S ANXIETY. 
AN ATTEMPT TO TURN OFF A FAITHFUL OF- 
FICER TO PUT IN A FAVORITE. 

A meeting of the Board of Police Justices 
as held in the Jefferson Market Poliee Court last 
evening, Justice Kilbreth presiding. On motion of 
Justice Smith a rule was adopted which provides 
that “all complaints of Sabbath-breaking shall be 
preferred at the Poliee court in the district in 
which the defendant resides or transacts busi- 


ness.” This is an amendment so far as violation of 
the Sunday laws is concerned of an existing rule of 
the board, which requires the complaint to be pre 

ferred to the Poliee court im the district in which 
which the complainant resides. 

Ata previous meeting of the board Justice White 
preferred charges against James Brinck, @ court 
attendant at the Tombs Police Court, of dereliction 
ef duty. Mr. Brinck wasappointed at the instance 
pf ex-Police Justice Flammer, when the latter was 
pp the bench, about six years ago, to serve “ dur- 
ing the pleasure of the board,” and cannot, there- 
— be removed except for cause. Justice White 

never formulated bis charges, but at the last 
meeting of the board previous to that beld last 
BSvening, he admitted that he wanted Mr. Brinck’s 
lace for another man, and he understood that 

r. Brinck could not be removed “except upon 
charges being preferred against him.”’ This roused 
the Scotch ire of Justice Gardner. “If you want 
the man’s place, say so,”’ said he, ** but don’t blast 
& man’s reputation and send him out into the world 
with a blackened character, simply to make room 
foranother.”’ Justice White elaimed that Brinck 
was drunk and imattentive to his duties en one oc- 
casion, but that at other times he had no word of 
fault to find with him. Persons who have known 
Mr. Brinck since he bas held a position in the 
Totabs Police Court say that they never saw him 
under the influence of liquor, and that while nom- 
inally holding the position of court attendant. ona 
salary of $1,200 a year, he has in reality 
constantly performed the duties which properly 
belong toa clerk whose salary is $2,000 a year. 
Mr. Brinck is a Republican and belongs to the Sev- 
enteenth Assembly District Republican Associa- 
tion, and Justice White desires his place for one 
of the Purroy-White Tammany Democrats. At 
the meeting last evening Justice White 
was absent, and Justice Gardner moved 
that the charges against Mr. Brinck be dis- 
missed. The motion was lost and Justice Patter- 
s0n moved that the matter be referred to a com- 
mittee of three. Justice Duffy said Mr. Brinck 
should be heard in his own behalf, and he saw no 
reason why the board should not dispose ef them 
last night, but failing in that he seconded Justice Pat- 

erson’s motion. Justice Kilbreth was opposed to 
the reference of the matter to a committee, as he 

taid, *“*Mr. Brinck might vrey properly objeet to 
that mode of procedure on the ground that he was 
entitled te be heard by the full board.” A motion 
py Justice Smith that the matter be laid over until 
the next meeting of the board was carried. 
os 


THE SWEENEYS TO BE PROSECUTED. 
The depositors of the bankrupt Sweeney 
Brothers, the Nassau-street bankers, who failed in 
December last for $50,000, met yesterday afternoon 
in the Bennett Building. The offer of J. A. Sweeney 


of 35 per cent. to the depesitors and 50 per cent. to 
the stock creditors was rejeeted as unsatisfaetory. 
the more so as it could not be considered a bona 
fide offer, but was conditioned upon the consent 
of all the stock ereditors, who claim everything. 
Mr. Sweeney was not present at the meeting, and 
& committee of two was appointed to hunt him up. 
When the committee found Mr. Sweeney in bis of- 
fice. at No. 27 Nassau-street, that gentlemen de- 
ciined to attend, upon the ground that he had been 
grossly insulted at the iast meeting, and had 
not been aprares by the Chairman. Mr. 
Sweeney said, however, that, inasmuch as 
ea judgment had just been obtained against 
him in the City Ceurt of Brooklyn for nearly 
$4,000, he would now offer 45 per cent. to the 
stock creditors and 430 per cent. to depositors, pro- 
vided that the consent of the stock creditors could 
bs obtained. Also, that in case the deeision in 
Brooklyn should be reversed, each class of credit- 
ors would receive 5 per cent. more. This offer 
was afterward made in writing. The committee 
reported to the meeting what Mr. Sweeney had 
said, but the offer was not considered, and Mr. 
Vance moved that acommittee be appointed to go 
before the Grand Jury and have the Sweeneys in- 
dicted. Mr. P. L. Haver said he kad consulted ex- 
Judge Betts, who told him the assignment could 
beset aside, A subscription headed by Mr. Haver 
with $100 was taken up to criminally prosecute 
the Sweeneys, and a committee was named to go 
before the Grand Jury for that purpese.

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THE REFORM OF CRIMINALS. 
THE SUBJECT DISCUSSED BY THE CONGREGA- 
TIONAL CLUB. : 
The Congregational Club dined at the Ross- 
more Hotel last night and listened to a few ad- 
drosses on the subject of prison reform. President 
Roswell Smith presided, and the following named 


gentlemen were present: The Rev. Lyman Abbott, 


the Rev, E. P. Ingersoll, the Rev. Mr. Virgin, D. I. 
Carson, the Rev. Mr. Bradford, Gen. Henry Heath, 
the Rev. William H. Ward, the Kev. Mr. Foster, 
Edwin P. Ide, R. H. Waggoner, Dr. Warner, George 
W. Cable, Thomas H. Bouden, the Kev. Dr. Clapp, 
the Rev, J. E. Robert, the Rev. R. G. S. McNeille, 
of Bridgeport, Conn.; H. E. Jessup, the Rev. 
George Gordon, Russell Benedict, T. E. Bailey, 
James Kayser, James R. Shoudy, E. F. Browning, 
Mr. Hardy, from the Congregational Club of Bos- 
ton; Israel C, Jones, W. M. F. Round, and H. W. 
Hubbard. Three members of the Malagcassy Em- 
bassy, with an interpreter, were the guests of the 
club, and after the dinner the Rey. Lyman Abbott 
introduced the foreigners and briefiy expiained the 
object of their mission to this country. A reselu- 
tion of sympatmsy with the purpose of their visit 
Was unanimously adopted by the ciub. 

Mr. George W. Cable, of New-Orleans, gave his 
views on the subject of prison reform. The prin- 
cipal thing to be done in that reform, he said, was 
to make it a public question and give the people 
accurate information of what evils existed. Care 
should be taken to elect honest and competent 
men to the highest offices, and public sentiment 
should be so aroused as to compel the officers to 
perform their duties. A badJy managed insane 
asylum in New-Orleans, where the annual death 
rate grew to the appalling average of 33 in every 
100 inmates, was recently entirely wiped out by 
the force ef public sentiment. The community of 
New-Orleans, which a year ago was in dense igno- 
rance as to the eondition of its lecked institutions, 
Was now so thoroughly aroused that many sweep- 
ing reforms were in progress. 

Israel C. Jones, Superintendent of the House of 
Refuge, Randali’s Isiand, was a strong believer in 
the efficacy of public sentiment. The people 
should be aroused to a proper sense of their re+ 
sponsibility for the misdeeds of the criminal 
classes. Mr. Jones said that undoubtedly there 
were many things that were wrong in 
the system of prison management in this 
State, but he thought the ery of barbarism 
that had been raised against the keepers was 
unjustified. A majority of the persons employed 
in the care-taking of the prisons were warm- 
hearted and Christian men. It was a mistake to 
think that criminals should be dealt with tenderly. 
Men who — and often murderously violated the 
laws of God and man ought to be punished with well- 
measured severity. They ought to be taught that 
** the way of the transgressor is hard.”’ The sub- 
ject of dealing with juvenile delinquents was one 
that demanded the most careful consideration. It 
was important that every possible effort should be 
put forth to prevent children from becoming crim- 
inals. Children’s protective societies could not be 
too numerous. Every means ought to be applied 
to the reformation of a child before the stigma of 
the prison was put upon it. Communities that 
permitted entire neighborhoods to beeome perme- 
ated with the iufluence of rum and lawlessness 
were responsible for the bringing up of the chil- 
dren who, through no fault of thelr ewn, were 
threwn under such influence. 

Mr. W.M. F. Round, Secretary of the Prison Reform 
Association, said that crimein this State wasinereas- 
ing three times as fastasthe population. Each day 
an average of 33 criminals were being turned away 
from the gates of the New-York State prisons, and 
most of them were no less criminals than wken 
they were admitted into the institutions. There 
were two ways to deal with criminals. One way 
was to kill them all off, and the other way was to 
reform them. Thespeaker had heard that to make 
prison reform successful it was necessary to have 
the ‘three “ Ps’’—press, pulpit. and politicians—on 
the side of the reformers. The criminal class was 
a distinct class, with characteristics, signs, and 
even a language of its own. There was no use try- 
ing toreform eriminals by sentimental methods. 
The beautiful story of the prodigal son might be 
related to a chape!ful of prisoners over and over 
again without producing the slightest effect. Under 
the contract system of prison labor the interests 
of the State and the contractors conflicted, to the 
detriment of the prisoner. It was to the interest 
of the contractors to work the prisoner in a gang and 
make as mucha mavhine of him as possible. It 
was to the interest of the State to make the pris- 
oner a good workman and an independent man. 
The great trouble was that a discharged prisoner 
could not get work to do simply because he did not 
know how to work. There was a movement on 
foot to establish a trades-farm for the benefit of 
discharged convicts, and the speaker hoped that 
his hearers would give the movement all of the aid 
they could. The Chairman, Mr. Roswell Smith, 
spoke igen! on the subject of the reforming of 
criminals, which, he thought, could best be aceom- 
plished by the exercise of judicious discipline tem- 

ered by Christian influences. Brief addresses fol- 
owed by the Rev. R. G. S. McNeille, of Bridgeport, 
Conn.; Samuel Crump, of Moniclair, and the meet- 
ing closed with a prayer by the Chairman.

STILL AT ODDS ABOUT MILE. 
DEALERS AND CREAMERY MEN DISSATISFIED 
WITH THE PRICES. 


Absolute harmony does not prevail among 
the milk-dealers of New-York, Jersey City, and 
Brooklyn. The price agreed upon by the confer- 
ference committee representing the independent 
milkmen and the producers last Saturday is not 
satisfactory to all of the formerclass. Creamery 
men, too, are denouncing the price which 
the milkmen agreed to pay—an aggregeute 
of 40 cents a year—as ruinous. The 
price paid bv them is based on _ the 
New-York market, and they threaten to close up 
their creameries, thus floodisg the New-York mar- 


ket, if 40 cents is maintained. Some person whose 
identity is unknown inserted a notice in a morning 
paper of this City Sunday that a meeting of milk- 
dealers would be held at the Magnolia Hotel yes- 
terday afternoon. This notice drew together 25 
or 30 dealers and ereamery men, who spent the 
greater part of the afternoon discussing the situa- 
tion around the bar-room steve. Finally the 
crowd adjourned to the pool-room and elect- 
ed J. B. .Mezeck, of Brooklyn, Chairman. 
He said he didn’t kreow what the  pur- 
pose of the meeting was, but would entertain any 
motion the geutiemen present saw fit to offer for 
the general good of the business. Mr. George Alli- 
s0n moved to adjourn. The meeting he considered 
a failure. Sufficient notice had not been given, 
and for 30 or 40 men to signify their approval or 
disapproval of the price agreed upon (for which 
purpose he understood the meeting had been 
called) when 500 were interested would be a 
farce. The price agreed upon he eonsidered ruin- 
ous. Under it second and third class dairies 
‘would sell forthe same as first class. ‘There were 
dairies worth even 41 cents, but there were many 
not worth more than 382 or 24 cents. L. L. Allen 
said that prices were governed by the law of sup- 
ply and demand. There was no way under heaven 
for farmersto get 34% cents a quart for milk ex- 
cept from the milk-dealers. The farmer went on 
the theory that he was to have what he wanted 
for his milk and not what it was worth. Let every 
milk-dealer in the three cities join the Milk Ex- 
ehange and stick to it. The meeting adjourned 
sine die. 

The milk trains which arrived at the Erie station 
last night brought the usualtupply ef milk. The 
total quantity received was 38,738 cans of milk and 
105 cans of cream. Of this amourt 1,752 cans of 
milk and 57 cans of cream came dowr on the main 
line. From the Mentgomery Branch was received 
$35 cans of milk and 9 of cream: from Pine Island 
Branch, »02 cans of milk and 8 of cream; from 
Warwick Branch, 306 cans of milk and 12 of cream; 
from Warwick Extension Branch, 216 cans of milk 
and 5o0f cream; from Monticello Branch, 19 cans 
of milk; from Crawford Branch, 259 caus of milk 
and 6of cream, from Wallkill Valley Branch, 111 
cans of milk; from the Ulster ard Delaware 
Branch, 408 cans of milk and 8 of cream. The 
gain last right over Sunday night was 
25 cans. There was li'ttie holding back by 
dealers, and Milk Agent Phillips thought 
all the milk would be disposed of. On Sunday 
night and Mondey morning several dealers refused 
to take milk consigned tothem from dairies, but 
Mr. Phillips had no difficulty in getting rid of it, and 
in fact could not supply the demand. Last night 
ut a late hour a very large number of wagons were 
waiting for theirsupply. Mr. Phillips thought tnat 
all dealers holding out would in a few days come 
into line and ail traces of the milk war would be 
effaced.

DRUNK AND LOCKED OUT. 
THE FRIGHTFUL SCENE AT THE RESIDENCE 
OF MR. HOSEA B. PERKINS. 

Mr. Hosea B. Perkins, the graceful after- 
dinner speaker of the Washington Heights Century 
Club and silver-tongued orator of Tammany, came 
very near being called upon to climb the golden 
stair at the solemn hour of midnight last Sabbath 
evening. Mr. Perkins’s residence, as most people 
of New-York are aware, is situated upon the rocky 
heights that smile above the silver flowing Hudson, 
in the vicinity of One Hundred and Seventy-sev- 
enth-street, on King’s Bridge road, and here he 
employed Cornelius Quinlan asa groom and gar- 
dener ard to make himself generally useful. Cor- 
nelius was a good and faithful servant for a time 
and conducted himself with mueh circumspection. 


He drove the dog to pasture at the regular hour 
each morning and never omitted to lead the chick- 
ens to water. He won the favor of the cook by 
always wiping his feet before coming into the 
kitchen, and he carried on his flirtations with the 
servant girls so adroitly that each one considered 
him devoted to her alone. Of course such a para- 
gov of virtue was duly prized by his master, and 
sad it is that Cornelius should haves deflected from 
the path of righteousness. 

On Sunday night, Mr. Perkins, after locking up his 
castie, under the impression that all the household 
were within, wert up stairs to experiment witha 
bath-tub. He was disrobing himself according to 
the directions for use which came with the tub, 
when an uproar at the batk doorof the house 
smote upon his ears. It was Cornelius, the virtu- 
ous Cornelius, who was pounding upon the door, 
blaspheming meanwhile with so much vigor and 
elegance that Mr. Perkins was fain to think at first 
that he was a belated memberof Tammany apply- 
ing for admittance. He soon recognized the voice 
of his pampered menial, however, and 

“He feared he bad been drinking.” 


Cornelius had been drinking, and he was inan 
unpleasant humor. He drummed “Wait ’tili the 
clouds roll by,”’ on the door, with a profane ac- 
companiment; then he pounded ‘“There’s a light 
in the window for me.,”’ and had thundered half 
through * Out in the cold, mother, out in the cold,” 
when a disheveled and horror-stricken ehamber- 
maid flung open the portals forhim. The outraged 
man aseertained that his master was the person 
who had locked him out, and he furiously de- 
scended upon the bath-room. He shook the door 
savagely, and with blood-curdling oaths threat- 
ened to cut ont that useful portion 
of Mr. Perkins’s system. his heart, and 
to take other unpleasant libertles with his person. 
Mr. Perkins turned on tke hot water and made 
preparations to throw Cornelius into it in case he 
broke down the door, and Mr. Perkins, junior, 
went forth and called a policeman. The officer 
caught the villain red-handed in the act of vowing 
that he would jump down Mr. Perkins’s throat 
with spurs on, and ke dragged him to the station- 
house of the Thirty-second Precinct. Yesterday 
roorning Cornelius was taken before Justiee Mor- 
gan, in the Harlem Police Court, and convieted of 
threatening the life ef Mr. Perkins. He was 
doomed to pay a fine of: $10, and in default was 
sent to Blackwell’s Island, where he will remain 
for 30 days unless he gets away within that time.

IN AID OF A NEW ARMORY. 
OPENING OF THE FAIR OF THE SEVENTY- 
FIRST REGIMENT. 

The Seventy-first Regiment fair in aid of the 
new armory and regimental fund was opened last 
evening with a flourisn of trumpets and an address 
by Mayor Edson at the old armory at Broadway and 
Thirty-fifth-street. Over 2,000 persons were present, 
and the gallant soldier boys paraded in large num- 
bers, encouraged by the smiles of scores of pretty 
girls in bright dresses and pink and blue ribbons. 
Bevies of fair damsels presided over gayly decked 
booths, upon which were strewn in attractive con- 


fusion doils and playthings, chinaware, and bric-d- 
brac of all sorts. A pretty postmistress kept a 
post office where there was always a letter for 
everybody, a patient soldier played an orguinette 
which went like a sewing-machine. and the {ove- 
liest swords were put up at 25 cents a chance. 
Vases, statuettes, pin-cushions, candy, soda-water, 
all sorts of attractive objects were exhibited on 
the various counters. Upon the platform in the 
middle of the room were seated Major-Gen. Han- 
cock, Mayor Edson, Col. Vose, Col. Gildersleeve, 
Major-Gen. Shaler, Cols. Mitchell and Whipple, 
and Capt. Ward, of Gen. Hancock's staff; Thomas 
L. James, Major-Gens. Jourdan and Carr, Brig.- 
Gens, Ward, Fitzgerald, and Brownell. Gen. 
Grantand Secretary Lincoln were expected, but 
letters were received from both regretting their 
inability to attend. After a short prayer by the 
Rey. Dr. Carlos P. Martyn, Chaplain ef the regi- 
ment, Col. Vose addressed the assemblage. ‘* The 
stern, proud oid regiment,’’ said he, “comes to 
youa beggar. We have worked hard to obtain 
what we wished of the public officials, and now we 
have come to the people. We believe that for the 
records we have made in the past and for what we 
hope to do in the future we should have a place to 
drill to do our duty. I will now introduce to you 
Mr. Algernon 8S. Suilivan.” 
Mr. Sullivan said: “I stand here as the Seventy- 
frst Regiment is always prepared to stand if need 
be, between two fires—friends to the right and 
friends to the left, or foes to the right and foes to 
the left. There is no one who does not remember 
| the part the Seventy-first Regiment took in the 
war. There is no regiment more often mentioned 
and none spoken of more honorably. There is no 
tlag borne up Broadway, nor tattered remnants of 
a fiag, before which more heads are bowed than 
before the battle-torn flag of the Seventy-first. I 
fee! that this appeal for $100,000 for a new house, 
training-scbool, and armory for the regiment will 
not be in vain. New-York is falling short of its 
duty if it does not contribute at least that amount.”’ 

Mayor Edson was next introduced by Col. Vose, 
and spoke briefly. “Iam very glad,” said he, * to 
have the pleasure of meeting you alihere. It is 
more than 20 years since I first heard of the Sey- 
| enty-first Regiment, and even at this time I read 
| with thrilled interest of their conduct in the war. 
Altbough I am very glad to meet the Seventy-first 
here to-night, I hope I may have the pleasure of 
meeting you the next timein a place more commo- 
dious. I now announee te you that the fair is 
opened.”

PROTECTION AGAINST THIEVES. 
THE EFFORTS OF THE JEWELRY-DEALERS 
TO PREVENT LOSSES BY ROBBERY. 

Recent large jewelry robberies in different 
parts of the country have iacited the retail jewelers 
of this City, Philadelphia, and other Eastern cities 
to organize a movement for the better protection 
of retail jewelry stores throughout the United 

tates. The Jewelers’ Protective Union, which is 
composed of wholesale dealers in the large cities, 
has been in existence about five years and has been 
very successful. The dealers interested in the new 
movement desire to make their organization simi- 


lar to the Jewelers’ Union, and it is expected that 
| no difficulty will be experienced in getting the co- 
operation of the principal retail jewelers, Nortn, 
South, East, and West. The New-York jewelers 
are particularly anxious to devise some means for 
the protection of jewelry stores elsewhore, be- 
cause a large proportion of the out-of-town deal- 
ers are debtors of New-York houses, and robberies 
in other cities frequently result in heavy losses to 
dealers in this City. A jeweiry store ir Charleston, 
8. C.. was completely gutted by burglars about three 
weeks ago, and the proprietor of the store was 
obliged to come to New-York with offers to bis 
creditors of settlement at 25 cents on the dollar. 
Many prominent jewelers here feel that a thorough 
organization of the retail jewelrv-dealers of ‘the 
United States will soon put a stop to the large rob- 
beries. During the last six months nearly $92,000 
worth of valuable jewelry has been stolen ina few 
large cities, and the thieves are still free to ply 
their vocations in other places. The proposed or- 
ganization will have for its chief object the hunt- 
ing down and punishment of all jewelry thieves. 
They will neither compromise nor sanction any 
compromises with thieves. During the five years 
that the Jewelers’ Protective Union has been in 
operation every thief who has robbed one of its 
members has been caught and imprisoned. Presi- 
dent William R. Alling, of this City, informed a 
Ties reporter yesterday that there were about 180 
membersof the union. representing most of the 
large cities in the country. The union has issued 
400 certificates to traveling members, and those 
certificates have effectually protected the holders. 
Jewelry thieves had come to recognize the ‘extent, 
power, and influence of the union, and of late they 
bad let its members alone. An official circular has 
recently been issued by the unior calling the at- 
tention of the trade to the necessity of exercising

DULLNESS 1N CHIVAGO TRADE.

PRICES SOMEWHAT STEADIER AND THE DE-' 
MAND SPECULATIVE. 

CaIcaco, March 26.—The leading produce 
markets were rather quiet to-day and irregularly 
steadier. Provisions ended about as they began, 
and grain averaged easier but without weakness. 
The day was a close holiday (Easter Monday) in 
England, hence there was no British news to stim- 
ulate the markets, and the news from the Pacific 
slope was conflicting. The news of rain in Califor- 
nia found an offset in the report that a blizzard 
was moving toward us from the north-west, the 
latter being contradicted toward 1 o'clock, while 
the former was also denied as far as the wheat 
grewing prospects of California are concerned. 
Between these tantilizing reports there was plenty 


of room for uncertainty and opportunity for spec- 
ulative trade, but the leck of fereign news made 
the majority of operators toe uncertain to ke will- 
ing to embrace the opportunity. The business was 
largely of the scalping order all through. 

Provisions were rather quiet and relatively firmer. 
Pork closed a shade easier than on Saturday, at 
$18 15 asked for May. Lard closed 24% cents higher, 
at $11 25 asked for May, and shert ribs clesed 
easier at $9 8246 bid for May. The market weak- 
ened about 744 cents all round early in the day, 
though hogs were quoted 5to 10 cents stronger, 
then recovered 714 cents on ribs and 124 cents on 
other product, closing easier. The money advance 
was supposed to be due to sympathy with the 
firmer tone in grain, but there was not enough 
speculative demand to sustain prices. Jobbers 
reported a considerabie improvement in the de 
mand for meats as compared with Saturday, and 
green hams were in good request, selling elose up 
to the price for sweet pickled. There were also 
Tumers of an export demand for lard, but it did 
not show up in the reported transactions. A fair 
business was done in transfers of pork and lard for 
April into May. On the afternoon call the market 
was a shade firmer. 

Wheat was quiet and unsettled within narrow 
limits. The markot vibrated several times between 
$1 0934 and $1 10% for May, and closed at $1 097, 
which was 34 cent below the latest ‘* official” price 
of Saturday. April closed at about $1 0434. but any- 
thing on thiss'de of May was little better than nom- 
inal all through the session. June was in a little bet- 
ter demand, and improved to a premium of 1 cent 
over May. There was no foreign news of impor- 
tance, but New-York was quoted firm. The mar- 
ket weakened early, on reports of rain in Califor- 
nia, then turned, as it was stated that the rains 
had not fallen in the real wheat-growing regions, 
and wriggied subsequently, as other dispatches 
sustaining both these views were added to 
rumors of a blizzard in the North-west. The 
general effect of the news was weakening. but 
so many had sold short, in the hope of be- 
ing able to fill at lower price when rain 
should come, that there was not much of the sell- 
ing talent itself,and some of the shorts filled be- 
cause they became alarmed at finding that the 
market did not break as expected. There was 
little outside business any way, and the market 
was generally ‘*flut, stale, and unprofitable.” 
There was a light inquiry for car lots, with little 
cbange in prices. On the afternoon call the mar- 
ket was 44 cent higher and closed on the open 
board at $1 10 bid for May. 

Corn was moderately active and rather un- 
settled. It deelined 54 cent early, then advanced 
% cent and closed 34 cent below the latest prices 
of Saturday, at 5534 cents for May and 5034 cents 
for April Our receipts were rather large, but did 
not contain so great a vroportion of the contract 
grades as in the latter part of last week. St. Louis 
was said to have received about 500 car-loads, 
nearly all of whieh was No. 2, but were expected 
to drop to a lower point after this week, and some 
operators thought the same would prove true of 
Chicago. The Western feeling was to the effect 
that the market had gone about low enough, as 
country holders are not satisfied to accept reduced 
prices, but New-York orders were to sell, and the 
rather liberal offerings further deprezsed quota- 
tions. There was a fair shipping demand for car 
lots, and they ruled relatively steady. In the after- 
noon the market was a shade firmer. 


THE PEABODY INSTITUTE. 
——$—$ $< 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 26.—The Senate 
to-day agreed to take up the bill to fund the bonds 
held by the Peabody Institute to-morrow after- 
noon. It was asserted by a Senator to-day that 
Tennessee has already received from the estate of 
George Peabody $260,000. and it is stated upon good 
authority that the sum total will aggregate $300,000, 
equivalent to the sum paid forthe bonds. The an- 


nual expenditures from the Peabody fund to the 
State of Tennessee amounts to about $30,000. It 
is probable that the income from the millions given 
to the Southern States will concentrate here at the 
capital of our State to establish a grand normal 
school to educate and qualify teachers to take 
charge of the various schools throughout 
the Southern States. It was further said 
to-day that Mr. Peabody had _ purchased 
300 of the one-thousand-dollar bonds at 100 
cents on the dollar, when the interest was being 
promptly paid at maturity, and having implicit 
confidenee in the faith and honor of Tennessee he 
gave a preference to these bonds over those he held 
of the other States, and directed in his last will ana 
testament tbat if either of these should be disposed 
of it should be those of the Western States. 

By this direction, then, 200 Tennessee bonds 
were never dispesed of, and are now held by the 
Trustees of the Peabody lustitute. According to 
the provisions made by this General Assembly 213 
of these bonds are to be scaled at 50—3, which is 
equivalent to 25 cents on the dollar, and the other 
87 are to be paid in full, less the war interest. 
According to the spirit of the act settling the 
State debt all bonds held by similar institutions 
in Tennessee are to be paid in full, no disceunt in 
either 4he principal or interest. It was argued 
that the Legislature did wrong in proposing to thus 
discriminate.
